Dental  chemists  need  to  look  after  themselves  particularly 
well  at  the  present  time.

Besides  a  general  agreement  as  to  advances  in  the 
prices  of  dutiable  medicines  arranged  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney 
(]>.  46),  wo  mention  under  Trade  Notes  (p.  40J  changes  by 
several  individual  manufacturers. 

We  may  learn  from  our  enemies,  and  it  is  upon  this 
ground  that  Mr.  P.  L.  Thornton  tells  in  an  article  be- 
ginning on  p.  41  how  Germans  built  up  their  chemical- 
industry.    He  writes  from  inside  knowledge. 

The  Finance  (No.  3)  Bill  contains  a  clause  legalising  the 
doubled  medicine  duty,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  proposing 
an  amendment  to  it  so  as  to  make  the  Zd.  stamp  carry 
1.".  3(Z.  worth  of  medicine.  The  Bill  proposes  to  repeal  the 
Customs  duty  on  chloral  hydrate  and  its  associated  alcoholic 
products,  also  to  authorise  new  alcohol  tables  and  a  new 
hydrometer.    See  the  editorial  notes  on  pp.  45  and  46. 

As  the  Conference  on  the  Insurance  Drug  Tariff  draws 
nearer  we  feel  more  hopeful  of  a  settlement  because  the 
objections  by  dispensing  chemists  have  narrowed  down  to 
dissatisfaction  with  the  establishment  allowance,  and  legiti- 
mate desire  for  better  dispensing-fees.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  agrees.  We  think  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  the 
0.8//.  suggestion  is  not  only  inadequate,  but  inconsistent 
with  the  Departmental  Committee's  data  and  design.  See 
the  article  on  p.  44,  correspondence  i(pp.  57-8),  the  note  on 
Mr.  Handel  Booth's  movement  (p.  40),  and  reports  from 
local  centres  (pp.  48-50).  • 


European  War. 


A  Year  Ago  To-day. 

(War  New*  in  "  C.  <£•  D.,"  October  17,  191j.) 
The  continued  devastation  of  Belgium  by  the  Germans 
began  to  be  increasingly  appreciated  in  this  country  through 
th©  arrival  of  Belgian  pharmacists,  and  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  took  steps  to  assist  them  in  getting  situations. 
The  British  Government  prevented  a  sugar-famine  by  pur- 
chasing 18,000,000/.  worth  of  raw  sugar  and  fixing  the  retail 
prices.  Our  Pharmaceutical  Roll  of  Honour  again  extended 
to  three  columns,  and  included  a  group-photograph  of 
chemists'  assistants  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps.  We 
reported  a  further  hearing  of  the  application  for  the  sus- 
pension of  the  Salvarsan  and  Neo-salvarsan  patents,  and 
one  in  respect  to  the  Lysol  trade-mark.  The  Proclamations 
of  the  week  included  a  second  one  respecting  trading  with 
the  enemy,  and  another  forbidding  alien  enemies  residing 
in  this  country  to  change  their  names.

Exportation  Notices. 

France. — Permission  is  given  to  export  ground-nuts  and 
Indian  colza-oil  cakes  to  Great  Britain  without  previous 
authorisation. 

Germany. — The  German  Government  has  permitted  the 
export  of  dyes  and  certain  chemicals  to  Denmark  on  the 
condition  that  the  goods  are  consumed  in  the  cauntry,  and 
provided  the  Danish  Trade  Council  undertakes  to  guarantee 
this  condition. 

Italy. — When  licences  are  granted  to  export  goods  of  a 
kind  which  are  in  principle  prohibited  to  be  exported  a 
special  "  concession  tax  "  is  levied.  Some  of  the  rates  (per 
100  kilos.)  are  as  follows :  Soda  nitrate,  carbon  sulphide, 
sulphuric  acid,  50  ct.  ;  nitric  acid.  80  ct.  ;  tannic  acid, 
sulphate  of  copper,  1  lira;  medicaments,  10  lire. 
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Spain  has  prohibited  the  export  of  aniline  colours;  oxalic 
and  formic  acids;  oxalate,  carbonate,  sulphate  and  meta- 
bisulphite  of  potash,  hydrosulnhite  of  soda  and  its  deriva- 
tives, carbon  bisulphide,  indigo,  alizarine  colours,  beta- 
naphthol,  hydron  blue,  aristol.  diuretin,  duotal,  lythol, 
protargol,  regulin,  thioool,  xeroform,  tablets  of '  citarin, 
heroin,  styptol,  iodipin,  ovarine,  and  protargol. 

Sweden. — Tho  exportation  of  copper  sulphate  and 
ammonium  nitrate  have  been  prohibited  as  from  October  4. 
Trade  with  China  and  Siam. 

The  "London  Gazette"  (October  8}  contains  a  second 
list  of  names  of  firms  in  China  and  Siam  with  whom  trading- 
is  permissible.

Exhibition  of  Fracture-apparatus. 

An  exhibition  of  fracture-apparatus  used  at  several  of 
the  hospitals  in  connection  with  the  war  was  held  at  the 
Royal  Society  of  Medicine  from  Friday,  October  8,  to 
Monday,  October  11.  During  the  afternoon  of  each  day 
Sir  Almroth  Wright  lectured  on  "  Further  Studies  on 
Bacterial  Infection  of  Wounds,"  and  demonstrations  were 
given  of  the  irrigation  and  syphon  drainage  of  wounds. 
In  connection  with  the  latter  Sir  Almroth  pointed  out  that 
in  draining  a  wound  with  gauze  the  pus  and  washing-out 
fluid  should  first  run  uphill,  as  in  a  syphon,  otherwise  the 
drain  gets  blocked.  He  also  reiterated  his  well-known  views 
of  tho  uselessness  of  antiseptics  for  killing  germs  in 
wounds.  The  exhibition  consists  of  arm  and  leg  sus- 
pensions, splints  of  various  kinds,  moss-pads  for  dressings, 
sawdust-pads.  etc.  One  of  the  most  attractive  was  a  dental 
exhibit  by  Lieutenant  A.  C.  Valadier.  R.A.M.C.,  who 
showed  x-ray  photographs  of  an  extraordinary  case,  .in  which 
a  piece  of  shell  struck  the  left  side  of  a  young  lieutenant's 
face  and  blew  away  most  of  tho  lower  jaw.  Lieutenant 
Valadier  put  a  new  floor  to  the  man's  mouth,  induced 
two  inches  of  bone  to  grow  on  the  lower  jaw,  fixed  com- 
plete artificial  teeth,  and  healed  the  remains  of  the  lips, 
with  tho  result  that  now  th"  man  is  as  normal  as  ever,  and 
the  only  result  of  his  wound  is  a  slight  scar  by  the  mouth. 
In  the  course  of  his  demonstration  the  lieutenant  said 
that  teeth  if  kept  dry  mny  be  planted  ten  years  after 
extraction,  provided  the  peridental  membrane  is  not  injured. 
The  nerve  is  removed  and  the  canal  filled  with  guttapercha. 
The  exhibition,  which  was  organised  by  a  Committee  of 
which  Mr.  J.  Y.  W.  Macalister  was  the  Hon.  Secretary,  was 
well  attended,  some  hundreds  of  medical  men  in  khaki 
being  present  at  tho  various  demonstrations  and  lectures. 
Liverpool  Pharmacists'  Training  Corns. 

The  members  of  this  Corns  met  at  the  Royal  Institution 
on  October  7  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  to  adopt  rules.  Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst,  who  has 
been  the  moving  spirit  from  the  first,  presided  over  a 
good  attendance,  and  announced  that  Dr.  W.  Murray 
Cairns,  one  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  lecturers  for 
Liverpool,  is  willing  to  give  weekly  lectures  to  the  Corns 
in  first-aid  and  stretcher  drill.  Mr.  Hirst  expressed  satis- 
faction, and  it  was  decided  to  commence  on  October  11 
with  the  first,  of  ten  lectures,  and  that  military  drill, 
hygiene,  sanitation,  etc..  will  be  taken  up  afterwards. 
The  meeting  adopted  tli™  following  rules: 

1.  That  the  Corps  be  called  the  Liverpool  Pharmacists' 
Training  Corps. 

2.  That  only  pharmacists  be  eligible  for  membership. 

3.  That,  the  entranee-fee  be  2s.,  together  with  a  contribu- 
tion of  2s.  per  month. 

4.  That  each  member  devote  such  time  as  he  can  spare 
to  tho  lectures  and  drills. 

5.  That  upon  completion  of  training  a  member  should 
apply  for  a  commission  or  give  part-time  services  accord- 
ing to  the  desire  or  opportunity  of  the  individual. 

These  are  on  the  lines  of  the  London  Pharmacists'  Volun- 
teer Training  Corns.  The  meeting  unanimously  elected 
Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  Commandant,  and  ho  appointed  officers 
as  follow^ :  Adjutant,  Mr.  R.  S.  Paterson  ;  Pavmaster,  Mr. 
D.    H.   Evans;    Quartermaster,  Mr.   G.    A.    Moffat.  Mr. 


Hirst  said  that  membership,  which  has  reached  nearly  fifty, 
will  not  be  restricted  to  Liverpool  pharmacists,  and  he 
hoped  to  have  the  support  of  the  pharmacists  of  Birkenhead. 
Wallasey,  and  the  surrounding  district. — The  first  lecture 
was  given  by  Dr.  M.  Cairns  at  the  Royal  Institution  on 
Monday,  wdien  thirty-six  members  paraded.

Men  were  dropping  all  the  time,  and 
when  he  reached  the  position  for  the  final  assault  he 
received  a  bullet  through  his  leg.  His  comrado  bandaged 
him,  and  while  he  was  trying  to  drag  himself  away  he  was 
shot  in  the  left  wrist,  several  small  bones  being  broken. 
After  he  had  endured  agony  for  half  an  hour  this  was 
bandaged  by  another  soldier.  He  was  ultimately  taken  to 
Havre  and  brought  home.  He  is  now  doing  well  in  hos- 
pital.

"  Messrs.  Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster,  64-65  PTolborn  Viaduct, 
London,  E.C.,  the  makers  of  '  enzymol,'  have  drawn  our 
attention  to  an  nrtie'e  which  appeared  in  a  German  medical 
journal,  in  which  the  writer  describes  his  exnerience  in 
tho  field  treating  gangrenous  wounds  with  artificial  gastric 
juice,  imnlving  novelty  in  the  method.  Messrs.  Fairchild 
point  out  that  if  gastric  juice  as  a  surgical  solvent  is  to  be 
called  by  anybody's  name  it  ought  to  be  tha^  of  '  Fairchild.' 
as  they  were  the  first  to  nrenare  a  juico  tor  this  express 
purpose.  Enzymol  has  been  in  use  for  twenty  years,  while 
the  German  nroduct  is  of  auite  recent  origin."  We  learn 
that  Fairchild's  enzymol  is  being  extensively  used  in  Army 
hospitals.  Is  it  because  the  Germans  cannot  get  it  that 
they  have  had  something  "made  in  Germany"?

Poor-Law  Dispensing. 

The  following  is  a  resume  of  the  evidence  presented  by 
the  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers'  Association  to  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  appointed  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  to  revise  the  Poor  Law  Orders  : 

The  Association  strongly  argues  that  the  time  has  arrived 
for  doing  away  with  the  very  faulty  arrangement  tinder 
which  medical  officers  supply  drugs  and  appliances  re- 
quired for  Poor-law  patients.  Poor-law  medical  officers 
should  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  supply  of  drugs  or  other 
medical  or  surgical  requisites.  The  present  system  lends 
itself  to  many  abuses,  and  where  the  officers  are  poorly  paid, 
as  is  not  infrequently  the  case,  there  is  every  temptation  to 
economise  in  the  medicines  supplied.  The  allowance  for 
expensive  medicines  is  but  a  poor  palliative,  and  the  dis- 
advantages of  the  system  are  well  recognised  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  which,  for  many  years  past,  has 
■encouraged  the  formation  of  Poor-law  dispensaries,  thereby 
removing  the  burden  of  the  drug-supply  from  many  district 
medical  officers.  This  has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Poor-law  Medical  Service,  but  the  practice  is  none  the  less 
most  inequitable  with  regard  to  the  still  numerous  Poor-law 
officers  who  are  compelled  to  furnish  drugs.  The  Association 
is  convinced  that  there  would  be  no  practical  difficulty  in 
arranging  for  the  supply  of  drugs  for  Poor-law  patients 
by  the  Guardians  in  any  part  of  England  and  Wales. 
Owing  to  the  great  rise  in  the  prices  of  drugs,  through  the 
war,  the  question  is  likely  to  become  an  acute  one  in  the 
near  future.

Mr.  E.  C.  P.  Eoyd.  prosecut- 
ing, said  that  the  evidence  would  show  that  when  defendant 
sold  the  medicine  he  was  told  the  girl  was  in  trouble, 
and  that  when  questioned  by  Dr.  Alderton,  who  was  called 
when  the  girl  died  in  his  shon.  he  said  that  he  had  never 
seen  her  before.  The  defendant  denied  making  that  state- 
ment, and  the  hearing  was  adjourned. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.— The  annual  report  of 
the  Islington  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  A.  E.  Harris) 
for  1914  shows  that  during  the  period  under  review  sixtv- 
seven  samples  of  drugs  were  purchased  for  analysis.  Of 
these,  twelve  (or  18  per  cent.)  were  adulterated. 

Poisoning  Cases. — Three  of  the  six  deaths  due  to  poisons 
reported  during  the  week  were  suicidal  cases,  the  poisons 
involved  being  carbolic  acid,  cyanide  of  potassium,  and 
oxalic  acid.  A  Yarmouth  w;oman  died  from  carbolic-acid 
poisoning  and  the  coroner's  jury  returned  an  open  verdict. 
A  Wombwell  boy  died  through  drinking  a  mixture  of  oil 
of  aniseed  and  laudanum,  and  Thomas  Henry  Hughes, 
chemist  and  druggist.  120  Seymour  Street.  Euston  Road. 
Ixmdon,  W.,  died  at  his  private  residence,  6  Barnbv  Street. 
Oakley  Square,  N.W..  through  taking  an  overdose  of 
chloral  hydrate.  A  medical  witness  at  the  inquest  on  Mr. 
Hughes  stated  that  the  cause  of  death  was  sentic  pneumonia 
and  inflammation  of  the  intest'nes  accelerated  by  alcoholism 
and  poisoning  by  chloral  hydrate.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  denth  by  misadventure,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  deceased  took  the  poison  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
sleep. 

Hostile  Atr-patds. — The  Commissioner  of  Polic"  of  the 
Metropolis  notifies  that,  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  further 
attacks  by  hostile  aircraft,  he  deems  it  advisable  to  call 
attention  to  the  public  warning  published  on  June  28. 
recommendirisr  residents  to  remain  und?r  cover,  and  advising 
them,  for  dealing  with  incendiary  fir?s.  to  keep  a  supply 
of  water  and  sand  readilv  available.  The  opportunity  "was 
taken  then  of  s-artrc-ti-ig  thci  chemical  liquid"  fire- 
extinguishers  should  hot  be  pur-hased  without  a  written 
guarente--  that  the-?  complv  with  the  specification  of  the 
Board  of  Trad".  Clffi?^  of  Works,  Metropolitan  Police,  or 
some  apiroved  Fire  Prevention  Committee.  Manv  drv 
powder  fire-extinguishers  are  much  advertised.  The  Com- 
missioner warns  the  nub'ic.  as  the  result  of  experiments 
made,  at  his  instance,  by  a  competent  Committee  of  experts, 
that  no  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  st'eh  appliances  for 
effectivelv  controlling  fires  such  as  ar"  likelv  to  be  caused 
by  bombs,  explosive  or  incendiary.  The  Cor-miss'oner  is 
advised,  as  the  result  of  th->se  experiments,  that  the  pro- 
vision, and  nroTipt  rid  intellitrent  use  of  water,  or  of 
sand,  or  of  both,  in  de"!ir<r  with  such  outbreaks  <-f  fire 
is  the  best,  simplest,  and  most  economical  safeguard.

In  Scotland  there  are  whole  mountains  covered 
with  the  bearberry.  and  autumn  is  the  season  for  col- 
lection. In  view  of  the  high  price  of  buchu  and  the 
revival  in  the  prescribing  of  uva  ursi,  we  may  soon  see 
the  suggestion  practically  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  directors  and  balance-sheet  of  the 
Northern  Co-operative  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  the  half-year  ended 
August  31,  1915.  to  be  presented  to  the  ordinary  general 
meeting  of  the  shareholders  on  October  27,  shows  that 
the  total  sales  of  the  five  branches  of  the  Drug-depart- 
ment amounted  to  4.289^.  6s.  b^d.  during  the  six  months, 
showing  a  net  profit  of  689/.  12?.  5d.,  compared  with 
492/.  15s.  9gt/.  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1914.

Edinburgh. 

A  local  doctor  is  now  ordering  tinct.  iodi  in  place  of 
potass,  iodid. 

It  is  expected  that  Councillor  Inman  will  become  one 
cf  the  new  Bailies  next  month. 

The  first  of  a  course  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  Edin- 
burgh Photographic  Societv  was  delivered  on  October  8 
by  Dr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  of  the  University.  Mr.  R.  Glcde 
Guyer,  Past-President  of  the  Society,  introduced  the 
lecturer,  who  dealt  with  the  scientific  principles  involved 
in  the  art  of  photography. 
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Glasgow  and  the  West. 

The  co-operative  movement  in  the  sale  of  patents  has 
-been  hardly  hit  by  the  increased  duty,  for  by  the  dividend 
system  retail  values  invariably  rule  a  copper  or  two  higher 

-than  in  the  chemists'. 

There  is  a  tendency  this  season  to  reduce  the  size  rather 
than  increase  the  price  of  established  proprietaries.  In  the 

-case  of  cod-liver  oil  and  cough-mixtures,  etc.,  the  ad- 
vantage presented  by  this  idea  is  worthy  of  note.  The 
public  are  more  sentimental  regarding  prices  than 
quantity. 

John  Lawrence  &  Son,  chemists,  Charing  Cross,  Glas- 
_gow,  have  a  very  striking  Hazeline  Snow  display  in  their 
windows,  which  is  attracting  considerable  attention.  This 
week  the  city  seems  deluged  in  a  saponaceous  atmos- 
phere, every  other  chemist's  window  being  given  up  to 
.a,  soap-display. 

In  last  week's  issue  (p.  40)  for  "  body-belts  "  in  demand 
for  the  Front  read  "  body-cords."  These  are  designed 
to  remove  body-vermin  from  the  persons  of  soldiers 
•on  active  service  when  worn  round  the  body  next  the 
skin,  Mr.  George  Somerville,  chemist,  2  South  Clerk 
•  Street,  Edinburgh,  being  a  maker  of  them. 

Prescriptions  for  Belgian  refugees  in  Scotland  are  still 
being  forwarded  to  Mr.  G.  Shiach  Kitchin,  although  since 
May  10  these  prescriptions  were  to  be  paid  for  by  the 
patients  themselves  at  the  time  of  obtaining  the  medicines. 
"Patients  who  wish  to  have  the  cost  refunded  must  present 
the  receipted  accounts  at  the  office  in  Bothwell  Street. 

An  interesting  point  arising  from  the  case,  of  Taylor  v. 
«Colvin  (p.  38)  is  that  the  account  due  by  the  Glasgow 
Insurance  Committee  to  Mr.  A.  L.  Aylmer  for  drugs 
and  appliances  supplied  to  insured  persons  is  still  unpaid, 
.as  Mr.  Aylmer  left  Glasgow  to  take  a  postion  with 
Lennon,  Ltd.,  in  Cape  Town,  and  the  Committee  refuses 
to  pay  his  agents  unless  it  is  proved  that  Mr.  Aylmer 
was  proprietor  of  the  shop,  245  Crown  Street,  Glasgow, 
-during  the  period  covered  by  the  account. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  the  Chemists'  Friendly 
Society,  Ltd.,  on  October  7,  the  manager  submitted  a 
financial  statement  showing  that  the  balance  in  the 
administration  fund  for  1914  will  be  about  60/.  All  the 
benefit  funds  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  It  was  agreed 
that,  owing  to  the  backward  state  of  the  official  audit 
for  1914  it  is  advisable  to  postpone  the  annual  meeting 
until  the  end  of  the  year.  The  membership  continues 
■satisfactory,  owing  to  new  adhesions. 

At  a  meeting  of  Glasgow  University  Court  en  Thurs- 
day, October  7,  it  was  reported  that  Mr.  Herbert  W. 
Bolan,  B.Sc,  Ph.D.,  had  been  appointed  chemistry  lec- 
turer for  one  year  from  October  1,  at  a  salary  of  230/. 
Mr.  F.  J.  Charteris,  M.D.,  had  been  appointed  for  the 
same  period  lecturer  on  materia  medica  (pharmicy)  at  a 
salary  of  150/.  The  following  have  been  appointed  assist- 
ant lecturers  on  chemistry  for  the  year  :  Mr.  James 
Roberts,  F.C.S.,  170/.;  Mr.  Andrew  Henderson,  M.A., 
B.S.,  150/.  ;  Mr.  John  M.  Martin  (on  active  service),  130/.  ; 
;and  Mr.  Robert  M.  Courtney  assistant  demonstrator,  100/. 

Professor  John  Ferguson,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
who  has  occupied  the  Chair  of  Chemistry  at  Glasgow 
University  for  forty-one  years,  has  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion to  the  University  Court,  and  it  has  been 
accepted.  The  professor  is  the  oldest  member  of  the 
-Senate  of  the  University,  and  has  had  an  unbroken  con- 
nection with  it  of  sixty  years,  during  fifty  of  which  he 
"has  been  a  teacher  in  one  capacity  or  another.  He  was 
-associated  with  the  chemistry  department  for  a  short  time 
before  1867,  when  he  was  appointed  assistant  to  Professor 
Anderson,  whom  he  succeeded  in  the  Chair  of  Chemistry 
in  1874. 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Dependants. 

A  meeting  of  chemists  in  business  in  Edinburgh  and 
Leith  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  October  4 
"to  hear  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to 
•consider  the  question  of  the  supply  of  free  medicines  to 
•dependants  of  men  on  active  service,  and  to  determine 
whether  the  scheme  inaugurated  in  October  1914  for  tho 
.-supply  of  medicines  and  simple  ap^liajices,  freo  of  cost, 
to  necessitous  dependants  of  such  men  is  to  be  continued. 
\Mr.  Adam  Duncan  presided.    The  Secretary  reported  that 


the  scheme  had  proved  of  great  service  to  the  dependants, 
and  had  been  much  appreciated  by  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Families'  Association.  Somo  abuse,  however,  had 
been  noted  by  the  prescribing  of  medicines  and  proprietary 
articles,  but,  on  the  whole,  the  results  of  their  efforts  to 
ameliorate  the  distress  arising  out  of  the  war  had  been 
satisfactory.  After  discussion  it  was  resolved,  on  the  pro- 
position of  Mr.  Nisbet,  seconded  by  Mr.  Walker,  "  That 
this  meeting  is  of  opinion  that  the  scheme  has  been  of 
service  and  a  boo,n  to  the  dependants  of  the  men  on  active 
service,  and  should  be  continued,  but  that  the  Committee 
bo  empowered  to  make  such  arrangements  as  will  ensure 
that  the  abuses  prevalent  during  the  last  twelve  months 
be  removed."

Cape  Province. 

Shop  Houes  Act  Nullified. — Mr.  James  Moore,  chemist 
and  druggist,  carrying  on  business  at  the  corner  of  Adderley 
and  Church  Streets,  Cape  Town,  was  charged  at  Wall  Street 
Police  Court  with  contravening  municipal  regulations  by 
keeping  his  shop  open  during  prohibited  hours.  Tho  police 
evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  the  shop  was  open  at  1.25  p.m. 
on  Saturday  afternoon,  whereas  it  should  have  been  closed 
at  1  p.m.  A  notice  in  two  places  in  the  shop  stating  that 
the  premises  were  only  open  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
medicines  had  not  been  observed  by  the  police,  nor  was  tho 
notice  pointed  out  to  them.  The  Magistrate,  in  dismissing 
the  case,  said  that  the  ordinance  under  which  the  municipal 
regulation  was  framed  made  it  quite  clear  that  a  chemist 
could  supply  medicines  and  surgical  appliances  at  any  time, 
and  did  not  say  that  the  shop  must  be  closed.  [The  judg- 
ment in  the  above  case  places  the  question  of  closing-hours, 
in  a  peculiar  position.  There  is  now  no  occasion  for  a 
chemist  to  keep  his  shop  closed  at  any  time,  night  or  day, 
consequently  the  whole  object  of  the  Shop  Hours  Act 
is  nullified.  It  will  become  necessary  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  have  the  matter  rectified. — Ed.] 

Natal. 

The  Durban  Season  terminated  on  August  31,  and,  as  far 
as  business  was  concerned,  was  almost  up  to  the  standard  of 
former  years.  The  great  difficulty  during  the  last  few 
months  has  been  in  procuring  drugs  and  other  goods,  and 
in  the  last  week  or  two  the  situation  has  become  rather 
.alarming.  It  is  evidently  not  the  shortage  of  drugs  on  the 
home  market  which  affects  the  position,  so  much  as  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  freight.

M.  Jean  Henri  Fabre.  the  well-known  entomologist, 
died  on  October  11  at  Serignan,  Vaucluse,  aged  ninety- 
two.  At  one  time  he  was  a  professor  of  chemistry  at 
Avignon,  and  latterly  had  been  in  receipt  of  a  small 
pension  from  the  State. 
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Cape  Province  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  Council-meeting  of  the  Cape  Province  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  on  September  16  at  the  Society's  Rooms, 
Hout  Street.  There  were  present:  Mr.  J.  Sloan  (Presi- 
dent), Messrs.  J.  Dell  and  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (Vice-Presidents), 
Dr.  Froembling,  Messrs.  Edmeads,  Hill,  Sowden,  Aitken 
(Hon.  Secretary),  and  J.  Austin  Thomas.  In  the  matter  of 
new  rooms,  Mr.  J.  Austin  Thomas  reported  that  ho  had 
now  obtained  sufficient  names  of  members  who  would  stand 
as  security  for  any  shortage  for  rent,  and  it  was  decided 
to  move  in  the  matter  at  once.  Mr.  G.  R.  Cleghorn  gave 
an  interesting  account  of  his  recent  holiday  in  Durban. 
While  there  he  was  the  guest  of  the  Natal  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  a  dinner  given  by  the  Society  to  those  of  its 
members  who  had  just  returned  from  the  campaign  in 
South-West  Africa.  Mr.  Cleghorn  had  a  most,  cordial  re- 
ception and  replied  to  the  toast  of  the  "  Kindred  Societies." 

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  Dinner  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel.  Durban,  on  Septem- 
ber 4  to  welcome  back  the  memhers  of  the  pharmaceutical 
profession  who  had  been  on  active  service  in  South-West 
Africa.  Mr.  Morris  W.  Stranack  (President)  was  in  the 
chair.  There  were  between  sixty  and  seventy  persons 
present,  of  whom  twenty  had  returned  from  the  Front.  Mr. 
Geo.  R.  Cleghorn  (Vice-President  of  the  Cape  Pharma- 
ceutical Society),  Mr.  J.  W.  Hull  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  Mr. 
Frank  Morrell  (F.  Stearns  &  Co.),  and  Mr.  Herbert  King 
(Allen  &  Hanburys.  Ltd.)  were  among  those  present.  After 
the  toast  of  "The  King  had  been  honoured,  the  President 
proposed  that  of  "  Our  Guests."  He  referred  feelingly  to 
the  death  last  July  of  Private  E.  A.  Needham  at  Otavi,  the 
only  member  of  the  craft  who  had  not  been  permitted  to 
return.  The  President  then  dealt  with  the  Medical  Corps 
and  its  relation  to  pharmacists,  producing  evidence  that 
chemists  have  been  connected  with  the  Natal  Medical  Corps 
since  its  formation.  At  present  only  medical  men  can  hold 
commissions  in  the  Medical  Corps.  A  doctor  enlists  as  a 
captain,  and  Mr.  Stranack  suggested  that  pharmacists 
might,  be  granted  the  rank  of  lieutenant,  provided  they 
qualify  for  the  post.  Continuing,  the  President  suggested 
the  following  as  dutio?  which  could  be  carried  out  by  lieu- 
tenant-pharmacist* :  (1)  Supervision  of  Army  compounders  ; 
(2)  responsibility  for  stores,  equipment,  and  general  phar- 
maceutical service  in  hospitals;  (3)  assistance  to  the  medical 
officers  in  minor  epmplaints.  such  as  cuts,  bruises,  etc.  ; 
(4)  a  thorough  knowledge  of  bacteriology,  combined  with 
expert  knowledge  in  the  analyses  of  urine,  food,  and  water. 
Medical  men  had  informed  him  that  they  would  welcome 
such  a  scheme  as  a  help,  and  in  no  wav  as  usurping  the 
rights  of  medical  men.  Sergeant-Mi jor  R.  H.  Skelton  re- 
sponded, mentioning  that  some  of  the  men  would  be  leav- 
ing shortly  for  England.  Mr.  Clee-horn  then  spoke,  and 
said  that  the  Cape  Pharmaceutical  Society  agreed  with  the 
Chairman  in  regard  to  the  necessity  of  granting  commis- 
sions to  pharmacists.  Mr.  D.  S.  B.  Anderson  then  proposed 
the  toast  of  "  The  Army  and  Navy."  to  which  Mr.  Geo. 
Hobkirk  replied.  Mr.  S.  K.  Elgie  next  proposed  the  toast 
of  "  The  Secretary."  to  whom  he  made  a  presentation  of  a 
wrist,  watch.  Mr.  W.  H.  Goodbrand  (the  Secretary)  replied, 
and  'said  that  ho  was  proceeding  to  Europe  to  take  up 
hospital  appointment  or  otherwise  place  his  services  at  the 
disposal  of  the  country.  The  r>rnu  contained  items  re- 
miniscent of  the  Sonth-West  Africa  campaign,  and  had 
manv  punning  references  to  various  people  connected  with 
the  Society. 


Legal  Reports. 


Trade  Law. 

^  Struck  Out — In  the  Kind's  Bench  Division  of  the  High 
Court,  London,  before  Justices  Avory  and  Lush,  on  Tuesday, 
October  12,  a  motion  was  in  the  list  for  hearing  as  to 
Beverley  ?•.  London  Metallic  Capsule  Co.,  relative  to  the 
question  cf  security  for  costs,  but  counsel  did  not  appear 
to  support  the  application,  and  it  was  accordingly  struck 
out. 

Perfume-bottle  Dispute.-In  the  City  of  London  Court, 
on  October  7,  Judgrn  Pentoul  gave  judgment  for  .Tohnsen 
&  Jorgensen.  Ltd..  26  Farringdon  Street.  London,  E.G..  in 
their  petion  against  Mr.  T.  C.  Brooke.  13  St.  James  Avenue, 
West  EalinT.  to  recover  2/.  7.s.  4(7.  for  glass  perfume-bottles 
supplied.  His  Hono-n-  thought  the  evidence  of  proof  of 
delivery  was  very  defective,  and  added  that  if  the  defen- 
dant applied  for  a  new  trial  he  would  get  it. 


Wo  Committal  Orders  in  London.- In  the  City  off 
London  Court,  on  October  5.  in  the  case  of  John  GoldhilJ 
&  Sons,  sponge-merchants,  17  Houndsditch,  London,  E.G.. 
v.  W.  G.  Stuckey,  now  employed  at  a  drug-stores  in  Totten- 
ham Court  Road  as  manager  and  chemist,  Judge  Rentoul 
declined  to  make  a  committal  order  against  defendant  for 
a  debt  of  11.  13.s.  5c7.,  saying  that  he  would  make  no  orders 
of  the  kind  during  the  war. 

Shipping  Carbolic  Acid. -At  Grays  (Essex)  on  Octo- 
ber 8  Morrison,  Pollexfen  &  Blair,  Ltd.,  Leadenhall  Street, 
London,  E.G..  were,  under  the  Customs  (War  Powers)  Act- 
fined  51.  for  shipping  six  cases  of  carbolic  acid  and  failing- 
to  make  entry  and  obtain  clearance.  The  goods  had  been 
shipped  by  the  Kaiser-i-Hind  before  a  shipping  bill  was 
accepted,  but  it  was  stated  that  it  is  not  .  known  exactly 
who  placed  the  goods  on  board  the  ship. 

Ownership  of  a  Business — At  the  Sheriff  Court, 
Glasgow,  before  Sheriff  Mackenzie,  on  October  12,  Mr. 
J ames  Taylor,  wholesale  chemist,  Trongate,  sued  Dr.  J. 
Colvin.  245  Crown  Street,  Glasgow,  for  payment  for  drugs 
supplied  between  January  21  and  February  22,  1913.  For 
the  defence  it  was  stated  that  during  that  period  the  shop 
belonged  to  Mr.  Andrew  Leo  Aylmer,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, who,  since  then,  has  removed  to  Cape  Town.  The 
pursuer's  counsel  submitted  that  there  had  been  no  real 
sale  of  the  business,  and  evidence  on  his  behalf  was  given 
by  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  and  Mr.  Sinclair,  his  town 
traveller.    The  hearing  was  adjourned  until  October  18. 

Exporting-  Opium.  -The  case  against  Percy  Brock 
Rowley  (C.  cfc  1).,  October  9,  p.  41)  for  illegally  removing: 
for  exportation  opium  contrary  to  the  Customs  Consolidation 
Act,  1876,  and  for  making  a  false  declaration  relating  to> 
the  Customs,  was  resumed  before  Sir  E.  Cooper  at  the- 
Mansion  House,  London,  on  October  11.  It  appeared  that 
on  September  21  last  defendant  purchased  80  lb.  of  opium 
and  gave  instructions  for  it  to  be  packed  as  razors  and 
shipped  for  Hong-Kong.  The  cask  containing  the  opium 
was  seized  by  the  Customs  officials  at  the  Royal  Albert 
Docks.  Defendant  said  he  was  ignorant  of  the  law  in 
respect  of  what  he  had  done,  and  was  sentenced  to  six 
months'  hard  labour. 

Effects  of  the  War.— In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  Dublin,  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of 
Ireland,  last  week,  serious  interference  with  his  business  as- 
a  result  of  the  war  was  pleaded  by  Mr.  William  J.  Mooney, 
Ph.C,  Dundalk,  as  a  reason  why  execution  should  not  issue- 
in  respect  to  a  judgment,  dated  September  20.  1915,  for 
24/.  2s.  7(7.,  and  costs,  in  an  action  against  him  by  John 
Timpson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London  in  an  application  for  liberty 
to  issue  execution.  Mr.  Mooney,  m  the  course  of  an 
affidavit  resisting  the  plaintiffs'  application,  stated  that  an 
offer  to  pay  the  debt  by  instalments  of  17.  a  month  had" 
been  made,  and  he  has  on  his  books  many  debtors  for 
accounts,  several  of  them  in  excess  of  the  amount  claimed, 
but  he  cannot  recover  as  most  of  the  debtors  are  either 
on  active  service  or  in  some  branch  of  the  Army  far 
removed  from  Dundalk.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice 
made  an  order  directing  Mr.  Mooney  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  debt,  and  costs,  by  instalments  of  37.  per  month. 

Pure  Aeration.— In  the  City  of  London  Court,  before- 
Judge  Rentoul,  cn  October  5.  Mr.  John  Q.  Rowett,  19  East- 
cheap.  London.  E.C.,  sued  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Miller-Davis, 
30  Belsize  Park  Gardens,  Hampstead,  to  recover 
32/.  13s.  10d.,  his  share  of  the  loss  in  a  partnership  carried 
on  under  the  style  of  Pure  Aeration  Supply  (London).  For 
the  plaintiff  it  was  stated  that  in  November  1914  he  was 
an  agent  for  the  sale  of  certain  products  made  by  Aerators, 
Ltd.,  and  he  and  defendant  became  partners  for  the  sale 
of  those  products  and  carried  on  the  business  for  five  or  six 
months.  Defendant  was  to  give  the  whole  of  his  time  to 
the  business,  but  the  plaintiff  was  not.  The  net  profits 
were  to  be  shared  equally,  and  so  were  the  losses.  The 
business  resulted  unfavourably,  and  it,  was  decided  to  cancel 
the  partnership ;  that  Mr.  McPhail  and  plaintiff  shoulo? 
enter  into  partnership;  and  that  defendant  should  be 
appointed  the  sales  agent  and  manager  at  11.  a  week  and1 
12j  per  cent,  on  the  net  prefits  of  the  business.  This  was 
done,  but  the  defendant  still  owed  half  of  the  losses  of 
the  original  partnership.  This  was  denied  by  the  defen- 
dant's solicitor,  but  his  Honour  gave  judgment  for  the;

Excess  Profits  Tax. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  announces  that  as  re- 
gards the  excess  profits  tax,  the  special  appeal  tribunal 
will  bo  competent  to  deal  with  any  question  of  increasin 
■the  rate  for  the  percentage  standard  as  regards  any  trade 
or  industry  for  which,  as  a  class,  6  per  cent,  is,  'prima  facie. 
/inadequate. 

Co-operative  Societies. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  promised  to  con 
sider  the  suggestion  made  to  him  by  Sir  F.  Lowe,  M.P. 
that  it  would  facilitate  the  ascertainment  of  the  actual  re 
•oeipts  derived  from  co-operative  societies  if  some  system  of 
registration  were  introduced,  requiring  that  they  should 
be  registered  in  the  same  way  as  members  of  joint-stock 
■companies  by  their  names  and  not  by  numbers. 

Postal  and  Telegraphic  Rates 
The  Postal  and  Telegraphic  Rates  Bill  was  under  dis 
■aussion  in  the  House  of  Commons  yesterday  (Thursday) 
when  the  proposals  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  in 
■creased  postal  and  telegraphic  rates  were  under  review 
In  the  meantime,  writes  our  Parliamentary  correspondent 
■■shere  is  much  satisfaction  expressed  in  Parliamentary  circles 
.at  the  retention  of  the  halfpenny  post  and  the  modifications 
in  Press  telegraphic  rates. 

National  Insurance  Act. 
Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  learns  that  it  is  the 
rlntention  of  Mr.  Handel  Booth,  M.P.,  to  continue  his 
•demand  for  an  inquiry  into  the  working  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act  which  has  now  been  in  operation  for  four 
years.  If  the  hon.  member  is  unsuccessful  in  his  efforts 
•it  is  stated  that  a  petition  will  be  presented  to  the  Govern- 
ment by  practically  the  whole  of  the  Approved  Societies. 
The  form  of  inquiry  most  favoured  is  either  a  Departmental 
Committee  or  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
anons. 

Finance  (No.  3)  Bill. 
The  text  of  this  Bill  was  available  for  members  at  the 
■reassembling  of  Parliament  on  Tuesday.  It  is  a  Bill  of 
tforty-three  clauses  and  schedules,  and  divided  into  four 
parts.  Part  I.  deals  with  Customs  and  Excise  matters, 
including  the  new  duties  imposed,  and  the  text  of  Clause  2, 
■dealing  with  the  additional  medicine  duties,  is  printed  on 
r>.  44,  where  also  we  refer  to  a  clause  that  proposes  the 
■discontinuance  of  Customs  duties  on  chloral  hydrate  and 
similar  articles  in  the  manufacture  of  which  spirit  is  used. 
Power  is  also  sought  to  legalise  new  tables  and  a  new 
"hydrometer  for  ascertaining  weight  and  strength  of  spirits. 
The  second  part  of  the  Bill  deals  with  income-tax,  the 
third  with  excess  profits  dutv,  and  the  fourth  part  consists 
•of  three  clauses  of  general  application.  There  are  five 
schedules. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  the  second  reading  of 
•the  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  Mr. 
Montagu  (Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury)  stated  that 
■the  concession  _  made  by  the  Government  regarding  spirit 
■used  in  medicines  and  other  preparations  would  entail  a 
■cost  of  4,000?.  per  annum.  He  added,  however,  that  there 
■could  be  no  more  appropriate  time  than  the  present  in 
which  to  make  this  concession.

British  Chemical  Industry : 

A  Criticism  and  Contrast. 

By  P.  Leuthard  Thornton. 


How  Germany  Built  Business. 

THE  failure  to  realise  in  this  country  during  the  years 
1860-80  the  vital  importance  of  the  scientific  side 
of  the  coal-tar  colour  industry  brought  about  its  decay. 
The  early  British  manufacturers  did  not  quite  realise 
that  scientific  study  of  what  they  had  in  hand  might 
possibly  lead  to  great  development.  The  coal-tar  colours 
they  were  manufacturing  had  been  duly  patented  by 
them,  and  they  had  not  yet  learnt  by  actual  experience 
that  others,  outside  this  country,  would  be  capable  of 
imitating  or  improving  on  any  invention  made  here. 
In  fact,  they  had  learned  not  to  be  afraid  of  Continental 
competition. 

The  German  States  had  then  but  little  industry  and 
no  patent  laws.  When  Germany  became  a  united 
Empire,  the  first  years  following  this  event  showed  a 
decided  determination  to  establish  industries  at  whatever 
cost.  Coal-tar  colours,  which  then  sold  at  fabulous 
prices,  were  for  the  German  scientist  a  means  to  pro- 
mote prosperity.  He  had  perceived  the  far-reaching 
importance  of  these  discoveries,  and  his  investigations 
soon  proved  them  to  be  an  excellent  basis  for  unlimited 
commercial  development  in  many  directions.  Works 
were  erected  in  quick  succession,  which  visibly  grew  in 
importance,  improvements  were  made  in  manufacture, 
and  new  products  were  continually  placed  on  the  market 
and  patented  in  this  country. 

A  more  unsatisfactory  position  for  the  British  manu- 
facturer can  scarcely  be  imagined,  especially  as  the 
foreign  products  found  here  a  ready  market,  even  those 
which  were  glaring  infringements  of  British  patents. 
The  idea  of  producing  coal-tar  colours  was  purely  British, 
then  the  Germans  seized  upon  it,  infringed  the  British 
patents,  and  finally  patented  in  this  country  the  results 
developed  from  the  British  inventions,  to  which  British 
scientists  had  given  them  a  ready  guide. 

Next  the  Germans  found  that  alcohol  could  be  utilised 
extensively  in  the  manufacture  of  chemicals.  Their 
Government,  alive  to  the  advantages  which  cheap  alcohol 
would  offer  and  desirous  of  increasing  industry  in  every 
possible  direction,  made  it  easy  for  the  manufacturer  to 
use  it.  In  this  country  duty-free  alcohol  for  manufac- 
turing-purposes was  only  obtainable  in  1906,  when  it 
was  too  late  to  produce  on  equal  terms  with  Germany, 
who  had  gained  much  experience  and  was  already  manu-; 
facturing  at  lowest  cost.  Antipyrin  is  a  good  instance 
in  proof  of  this.  The  patents  had  lapsed  when  duty-free 
alcohol  was  obtainable,  and  with  it  fell  the  price.  Its 
cost  in  raw  material  is  about  3s.  per  lb. ,  but  it  would 
have  been  difficult  for  any  outsider,  however  clever,  to 
find  out  the  exact  process  which  permitted  this  price.: 
It  would  have  been  quite  legitimate  for  British  manu- 
facturers to  manufacture  products  thai  were  free,  but 
duty-free  alcohol  ought  to  have  led  to  production  of 
novelties.    It  did  not. 

Anyone  able  to  grasp  what  the  creation  of  a  great 
chemical  industry  really  means  will  understand  that  it  is 
not  easy  to  reproduce  processes  already  in  exploitation, 
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nor  to  fathom  manufacturing  secrets  which,  only  long 
experience  reveals.  Nor  is  it  possible  at  once  to  invent 
novelties.  The  building-up  of  a  new  chemical  industry 
is  based  a  priori  on  scientific  research  which  requires 
much  time,  and  the  organisation  for  obtaining  feasible 
results  is  learnt  by  experience. 

Science  in  itself,  unless  it  can  be  applied  commercially, 
does  not  create  an  industry,  and  a  market  is  just  as 
necessary  for  its  productions  as  for  any  merchantable 
commodity.  There  was  no  such  market  in  this  country. 
The  British  manufacturer  did  not  care  to  venture  on 
theoretical  possibilities.  The  idea  of  incurring  a  dead  loss 
and  then  waiting  patiently,  perhaps  a  long  time,  for 
practical  results  did  not  appeal  to  him.  Yet  the  secret 
of  success  in  chemicals  lies  in  the  patient  realisation  of 
theories.  As  there  was  no  demand  for  trained  chemists, 
and  the  importance  of  chemical  speculation  was  not 
realised,  duty-free  alcohol  legislation  failed  to  give  the 
impetus  it  was  intended  to  produce. 

The  fact  of  having  great  ability  in  the  treatment  of 
scientific  questions  does  not  necessarily  mean  superiority 
in  anything  that  concerns  chemical  manufacture  and 
business  research.  A  chemist  with  a  purely  scientific 
training  may  be  out  of  place  in  chemical-manufacture, 
just  as  a  manufacturing  chemist  might  be  quite 
useless  for  research-work.  Experience  has  proved  that 
chemists  must  specialise,  and  in  successful  chemical 
enterprises  practical  and  scientific  chemistry  must 
form  a  happy  combination.  In  Germany  the  selec- 
tion of  the  right  men.  and  every  one  in  his  proper  place, 
had  become  an  art.  The  highly  trained  chemists  in  this 
country  lacked  the  knowledge  to  manufacture  those  pro- 
ducts that  were  only  made  by  Germany,  or  had  yet 
to  accustom  themselves  to  direct  their  ideas  for  novelty 
on  purely  commercial  lines. 

When  the  Germans  made  up  their  minds  to  build  up  a 
chemical  industry  the  fact  that  they  had  to  start  af  the 
very  foundation  was  of  great  help  to  them.  They  were 
•untrammelled  by  "  old-world  "  principles  and  "  rule-of- 
thumb  "  considerations.  This  freedom  of  mind  per- 
mitted them  to  start  in  a  proper  manner.  They  began 
by  pointing  out  to  intending  students  that  chemistry 
offered  the  fairest  opportunities  for  a  successful  career, 
and  provided  increased  and  inexpensive  facilities  for 
acquiring  thorough  knowledge  of  chemical  matters,  and 
fhe  production  of  ideas  was  encouraged  by  the  teachers. 
In  this  manner  a  scientific  centre  was  rapidlv  created  on 
which  the  manufacturer  could  draw  according  to  his 
requirements. 

It  is  therefore  not  astonishing  that  German  chemical 
industry  developed  so  rapidly.  It  was  quite  understood, 
when  establishing  works,  that  a  research  laboratory  must 
be  part  and  parcel  of  the  enterprise.  Its  cost,  a  dead 
loss  for  a  long  time  perhaps,  was  regarded  as  a  neces- 
sary exnense.  and  every  opportunity  was  given  to  continue 
study  by  establishing  reference  libraries  and  collecting 
ihe  patents  of  all  countries. 

Not  content  with  creating  a  scientific  centre  in  his 
own  works,  which  he  could  control  at  will,  the  German 
manufacturer  cultivated  intimate  relations  with  others 
outside  his  influence  and  informed  them  that  he  was  a 
buyer  nf  new  ideas  and  inventions  and  was  prepared  to 
pay  well  for  them.  Thus  a  market  was  established  where 
the  German  chemist  could  sell  his  ideas  and  hear  about 
what  products  were  in  demand. 

In  the  face  of  such  enterprise  and  our  own  inactivity 
if  Is  not  surprising  that  we  failed  to  develop.  We  did 
nothing,  or  very  little — had.  in  fact,  ceased  to  be  serious 
competitors — and  were  gently  crushed  out  of  all  markets. 
Other  German  industries  developed  simultaneously  in  a 
similar  manner.  The  demand  for  home  consumption 
increased  by  leaps  and  bounds,  the  research  laboratories 
had  been  very  productive,  and  the  necessity  arose  to 
establish  a  Patent  Law.  The  advent  of  this,  together 
with  the  use  of  alcohol  in  manufacture,  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  the  epoch  of  the  rapid  and  phenompnal  develop- 
ment of  the  German  chemical  industry.  The  moral  I 
leave  to  the  reader's  imagination,  but  I  hope  to  return 
to  the  subject.

Dr.  Edwin  Smith's  Warning 

not  to  supply  morphia  to  a 
morphiomaniac  using  his  name  illustrates  a  danger  to 
which  we  are  all  exposed.  It  is  fairly  certain,  however, 
that  this  young  man  will  be  resourceful  enough  to  have 
a  number  of  doctors'  names  up  his  sleeve.  What  are 
we  to  do  when  a  man  professing  to  be  a  messenger  from 
a  doctor  presents  a  prescription,  quite  legitimate  in 
appearance,  and  apparently  himself  unexceptionable  ? 
My  own  plan  is  to  refuse  to  supply  strangers,  even  with 
a  doctor's  prescription,  without  a  personal  introduction, 
where  the  drug  called  for  is  a  strong  poison  or  a  habit- 
forming  narcotic. 

Dr.  A.  P.  Luff's  Appointment 

as  temporary  Government  Visi- 
tor to  the  pharmaceutical  examinations  in  the  absence  of 
Dr.  Willcox  is  one  of  the  best  that  could  have  been  made. 
A  trained  pharmacist,  an  ex-teacher  of  pharmacy,  a  dis- 
tinguished chemist,  with  a  thorough  acquaintance  with 
modern  chemical  theories,  Dr.  Luff  is  particularly  well 
fitted  to  inspect  the  examinations,  and  any  report  he 
may  make  on  the  way  in  which  they  are  conducted  will 
be  informed  with  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  subjects 
as  a  whole.  I  hope  he  will  receive  a  perfectly  free  hand, 
and  that  he  will  be  invited  to  criticise,  for  any  criticism 
he  might  offer  would  surely  be  valuable.  Dr.  Luff  still 
cherishes  pleasant  memories  of  his  pharmaceutical  days, 
and  the  last  time  I  met  him  we  recalled  some  of  the 
men  who  were  our  contemporaries  about  the  time  when 
he  and  Sydney  Plowman  were  the  Bell  scholars  of  the 
day.  He  followed  Plowman's  brilliant  example  by  carry- 
ing off  practically  every  prize  within  reach,  and  his  early 
work  gave  full  promise  of  what  has  been  a  remarkably 
successful  career.  By  the  way,  Dr.  Luff  is  a  St.  Mary's 
man ;  so  are  Dr.  Willcox  and  Dr.  Spilsbury  (son  of  a 
pharmacist),  the  Home  Office  experts.  It  is  rather- 
curious  that  so  many  official  plums  should  fall  to  one 
medical  school. 

Advertising' 

has  become  so  highly  specialised  an  industry  that 
an  amateur  may  well  feel  diffident  in  speaking  "of  it ; 
but  there  is  one  remark  I  feel  constrained  to  make  after 
reading  Mr.  Warrington's  latest  articles  on  the  subject. 
His  description  of  the  extent  and  importance  of  the 
advertising  agent's  functions  suggests  a  comparison 
between  the  man  who  does  his  own  advertising  and  the 
litigant  who  is  his  own  lawyer  ;  he  makes  it  appear  that 
none  but  an  expert  can  work  efficiently  so  highly  developed 
a  machine  as  the  advertising  business,  and  that  the  pro- 
prietor, if  wise,  will  simply  produce  his  article  and  let 
the  agent  do  the  rest.  Probably  this  is  true,  though 
"the  rest"  includes  packing,  labelling,  and,  in  fact, 
everything  except  the  making  of  the  bare  article  itself. 
It  is  here  that  my  reflection  comes  in  ;  I  have  compared 
the  relation  of  proprietor  and  agent  with  that  of  lawyer 
and  client,  and  the  comparison  seems  a  just  one.  At  any 
rate,  the  lawyer's  one  object  is  to  win  his  case,  the 
agent's  is  to  sell ;  the  former  is  not  directly  concerned 
with  the  justice  of  the  case  nor  the  latter  with  the  value 
of  the  article  to  be  sold;  they  have  no  direct  responsi- 
bility for  what  they  advocate.  The  sense  of  responsibility 
for  the  action  they  take  in  their  client's  interest  is,  again, 
not  directly  felt  by  the  client,  or  not  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  the  action  were  altogether  his  own.  What  is  the 
result  on  commercial  morality  ?  I  do  not  presume  to  say, 
but  is  there  not  some  danger  that  this  lessening  by 
distribution  of  the  individual  sense  of  responsibility  may 
affect  it  injuriously  ? 
The  Machinery  of  Advertising- 
is  but  one  part  of  the  subject ; 
equally  important — indeed,  in  my  opinion  more  important — 
is  the  writing  of  the  advertisement  itself.  On  this  point 
Mr.  Warrington  has  much  to  say.  An  advertisement 
which  merely  states  "the  bald  facts"  he  compares  to 
the  diffident  salesman's  talk  about  the  weather;  the  facts 


must  be  stated  clearly,  simply,  directly,  and  there  must 
be  no  omission  of  anything  essential;  "  easy  to  find,  easy 
to  read,  easy  to  understand,"  these  are  his  golden  rules, 
and  they  are  excellent,  so  far  as  they  go.  But  they  do 
not  take  us  beyond  the  requirements  of  a  scientific  state- 
ment, and  the  successful  popular  advertisement  goes  a 
great  deal  further  than  that.  It  must  aim  not  so  much 
at  giving  the  facts,  however  lucidly,  as  at  giving  their 
emotional  value ;  in  other  words,  it  must  be  not  a  scientific 
statement,  but  a  work  of  art.  The  "telling  facts"  are 
the  facts  of  which  we  are  made  to  feel  the  force ;  they 
must,  therefore,  to  be  fully  effective,  be  given  in  the 
language  not  of  science,  but  of  feeling. 

Discussion  of  the  New  Drug  Tariff 

still  goes  on,  and  will  go 
on,  despite  of  the  Council,  until  the  question  is  settled. 
I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee accords  exactly  with  what  I  have  myself  said 
on  the  subject,  except  that  it  is  silent  with  respect  to. 
appliances.  The  more  I  consider  the  matter  the  moro 
convinced  I  am  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  fees  proposed 
both  for  medicines  and  for  establishment  expenses,  and  I 
should  like  to  point  out  to  those  of  your  correspondents 
who  take  exception  to  my  views  tnat  I  have  never  coun- 
selled acceptance  of  the  new  scheme  as  it  stands.  I 
repeat,  however,  that  in  principle  it  concedes  what  we 
have  been  all  along  demanding.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  Conference  will  be  fully  prepared  with  the  necessary 
facts  for  determining  the  precise  value  of  the  proposals 
of  the  Departmental  Committee ;  accepting  the  principle 
of  these  proposals,  the  only  question  we  have  to  consider 
is  one  of  figures,  and  before  the  date  named  our  Asso- 
ciations must  see  to  it  that  data  on  which  it  can  be 
rationally  and  finally  decided  are  forthcoming. 
The  October  Section 

of  the  Oxford  Dictionary  (Standard — 
Stead)  is  prefaced  by  a  note  on  Sir  James  Murray,  its 
late  editor-in-chief.  Almost  to  within  a  week  of  his 
death  Sir  James  was  still  hard  at  work  at  the  task 
which  had  occupied  him  for  thirty-three  years,  and 
which  he  had  hoped  to  complete  on  his  eightieth  birthday 
in  1917.  He  will  not  write  the  last  pages,  yet  his  name, 
more  than  that  of  any  other  man,  will  always  be  asso- 
ciated with  "  the  long  and  efficient  working  of  the  great 
engine  of  research  by  which  the  Dictionary  has  been 
produced."  This  new  section  contains  few  words  that 
call  for  comment  here.  The  first  I  note  is  standardize, 
and  it  is  worth  mentioning  that  in  this  and  similarly- 
formed  words  the  spelling  of  the  suffix  with  :  is  pre- 
ferred as  more  scholarly  than  that  with  5.  The  earliest 
quotation  for  this  word  in  connection  with  pharmacy  is 
dated  1884,  and  refers  to  laudanum.  Standelwort  and 
st  under  grass  are  old  names  for  the  meadow  orchis, 
Ophelia's  "Long  Purples,"  and  are  due  to  the  "liberal 
shepherds  "  of  whose  grossness  she  disapproved.  The 
plant  was  credited  'with  aphrodisiac  properties,  and 
Fletcher's  Clorin  would  not  admit  it  into  her  garden  of 
herbs.  Lyte  has  about  a  dozen  names  for  it,  some  of 
them  very  "gross"  indeed.  Stannum  is  noted  as  "rare 
in  England,"  and  as  having  referred  in  earlier  use  to  an 
alloy  of  silver  and  lead ;  it  was  also  applied  to  pewter, 
but  this  is  not  mentioned.  Star  enters  into  many  plant- 
names,  of  which  star-anise  (where  it  refers  to  the  stellate 
arrangement  of  the  carpels)  is  most  familiar  to  us. 
Starwort  had  a  very  wide  connotation,  embracing  flowers 
of  more  than  one  genus;  it  is,  says  Alleyne,  a  little  uncer- 
tain which  was  the  official  species,  which  had  also  the 
name  of  ingur'nalis  or  sharewort.  Star  of  Bethlehem  is 
another  plant-name  that  is  variously  applied  ;  it  belongs 
properly  to  the  field  onion,  Ornithognhim  umbellatum. 
Starch  is  closely  connected  with  stark,  stiff,  rigid. 
Starrhwort  is  Arum  maculatum,  once  a  common  source  of 
starch.  It  had  some  reputation  in  medicine,  though 
Culpeper  adds  to  the  official  directions  for  making  its 
compound  powder,  "And  when  you  have  done,  tell  me 
what  it  is  worth."  Status,  in  the  non-legal  sense  in 
which  it  is  now  so  commonly  heard,  seems  to  have  been 
first  used,  somewhat  apologetically,  by  Sir  Walter  Scott, 
of  a  village  shopkeeper.  Stavesacre  is  from  the  Greek, 
and  means  wild  raisin.

Editorial  Articles. 


Next  Week's  Conference. 

(a)  That  this  Conference  is  of  opinion  that  any  Tariff  to  be- 
aecepted  by  pharmacists  must  provide  adequate  remuneration" 
for  the  professional  skill  required  in  dispensing1  Insurance 
prescriptions,  and  must  ensure  prompt  and  regular  payment  of 
the  pharmacists'  accounts  in  full. 

(b)  That  the  system  of  discounting1,  leading  in  many  eases- 
to  inadequate  payment  and  in  all  cases  to  delay,  must  be 
abolished. 

(c)  That  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee,  in  so- 
far  as  it  provides  for  the  abolition  of  discounting,  be  adopted. 

((/)  That  the  principle  of  charging  drugs  at  cost  price  be 
adopted,  provided  adequate  remuneration  can  be  obtained  by 
appropriate  dispensing- fees. 

(e)  That  this  Conference  considers  the  proposed  dispensi""'- 
fees  to  be  inadequate,  particularly  that  portion  devoted  to  the 
payment  of  establishment  charges,  and  declines  to  recommend! 
their  acceptance  unless  the  Commissioners  can  satisfy  a  Com- 
mittee to  be  appointed  by  the  Conference  that  they  are 
adequate. 

These  are  the  suggested  bases  of  discussion  on  the 
proposed  Drug  Tariff  put  forward  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  for  the  Local  Associations  Con- 
ference which  is  to  be  held  in  London  on  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday  of  next  week.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion of  the  fact  that  there  is  unanimity  among  chemists 
in  regard  to  the  figure  for  establishment  charges  being 
too  low — opinions  of  chemists  expressed  in  meetings  of 
Local  Associations  and  through  our  correspondence 
columns  prove  this.  We  have  also  received,  apart 
from  the  letters  which  we  have  published,  communica- 
tions from  pharmacists  who  have  gone  into  the  matter 
thoroughly,  and  all  are  agreed  that  the  establishment- 
charges  incurred  by  them  work  out  to  a  figure  which  is 
from  two  to  three  times  more  than  0.8d.  per  prescription. 
This  unanimous  expression  of  opinion,  and  the  unani- 
mous dissent  from  the  Departmental  Committee's  recom- 
mendation on  the  point  by  three  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee who  have  actual  trading  experience  as  pharmacists, 
should  make  the  Commissioners  pause  and  the  Conference 
"  gang  warily."  It  is  the  principal  point  of  dissent  from 
the  recommendations  by  pharmacists ;  we  do  not  see  how 
they  can  do  anything  else  consistent  with  their  experi- 
ence as  business  men.  We  ourselves  have  a  suspicion 
that  there  is  a  nigger  in  the  wood-pile,  perhaps  a  slip  in 
interpreting  the  data  upon  which  the  Departmental  Com- 
mitteei's  recommendation  is  based.  Dispensing  chemists 
should  not  accept  0.8d.  as  a  sufficient  establishment 
charge  without  assuring  themselves  that  it  is  a  fair  sug- 
gestion and  a  correct  figure,  not  based  upon  all  the  busi- 
ness done  by  dispensing  chemists,  but  solely  upon  the 
dispensing  which  uses  the  best  labour,  most  time,  and 
most  shop  space.  We  may  recall  what  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher 
said  as  to  the  basis  for  the  0.8d.  in  his  memorandum  of 
dissent  : 
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With  regard  to  Paragraph  (32)  the  allowance  per  pre- 
scription contemplated  is  based  upon  an  average  establish- 
ment charge,  and  there  will  thus  be  a  difference  between 
the  actual  allowance  which  should  be  given  per  prescription 
to  each  pharmacist  based  upon  his  own  establishment 
charges  and  the  recommended  allowance  based  upon  the 
average  establishment  charge.  It  is  clear  that  there  will 
be  differences  between  the  actual  establishment  charges  of 
pharmacists  and  the  average  establishment  charge.  .  .  . 

With  regard  to  Paragraph  (42),  I  regard  0.8  penny  per 
prescription  as  quite  a  doubtful  figure  because  the  data  the 
Committee  were  able  to  collect  are,  in  my  opinion,  insuffi- 
cient with  respect  to  the  number  of  pharmacists  from  which 
particulars  have  been  collected  and  are  lacking  with  respect 
to  the  kind  of  information  required  for  the  purpose  in 
view.  Because  of  the  incomplete  data  I  am  unable  to  come 
to  any  conclusion  as  to  what  the  allowance  should  be. 

We  expect  the  Conference  will  authorise  the  Executive 
Committee  to  negotiate  with  the  Commissioners  in  regard 
to  the  matter,  and  that  the  authority  will  also  include 
the  power  to  institute  (if  need  be)  a  financial  and  statisti- 
cal investigation  of  chemists'  books  by  chemists'  account- 
ants (there  are  several  connected  with  the  drug-business), 
so  as  to  obtain  independent  estimates  to  compare  with 
those  given  in  the  Report  by  Messrs.  Peat  to  the  Depart- 
mental Committee.  The  matter  is  not  one  for  argu- 
ment but  for  thorough  investigation.  The  proposed  dis- 
pensing-fees must  also  be.  the  subject  of  negotiation  with 
the  Commissioners,  for  although  it  is  generally  supposed 
that  the  fees  are  calculated  to  pay  for  the  dispenser's 
work  at  the  rate  of  2s.  per  hour  (which  was  the  original 
standard),  it  can  be  proved  from  the  data  in  the  report 
that  the  average  dispensing-fee  will  be  1.82<7.  per  pre- 
scription, which  at  six  per  hour  gives  only  10f/.  per  hour 
pay,  and  at  ten  prescriptions  per  hour  a  little  over 
1*.  6d.  This,  of  course,  excludes  the  establishment 
allowance.  From  what  Sir  Robert  Morant  told  the 
British  Medical  Association  there  should  be  a  substantial 
saving  under  the  proposed  arrangement,  and  it  is 
calculated  by  pharmaceutical  experts  in  the  subject  that 
the  loss  to  dispensing  chemists  in  England  will  be  up  to 
about  15  per  cent.,  while  chemists  in  Scotland  will  lose 
up  to  25  per  cent,  by  the  change  from  the  old  to  the 
new  methods  of  payment  if  0.8d.  per  prescription  is 
insisted  upon  as  the  establishment  allowance  and  the 
dispensing-fees  are  not  modified  in  certain  respects.  Sir 
Robert  Morant's  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  15  per 
cent,  saving,  but  the  figures  which  we  give  have  been 
arrived  at  independently.  The  fact  that  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  endorses  the  statements  that  the  establish- 
ment allowance  and  dispensing- fees  are  inadequate  leaves 
little  on  these  points  for  the  Conference  to  do ;  neverthe- 
less, it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  matter  will  be  discussed 
in  all  its  bearings,  also  that  any  delegates  who  have 
figures  to  prove  the  adequacy  of  the  Committee's  pro- 
posals will  have  them  ready  for  submission.  The  Con- 
ference has  a  long  agenda  to  get  through  in  a  compara- 
tively short  time,  and  some  matters  must  be  considered 
which  are  not  on  the  agenda — for  example,  the  position 
of  the  medical  profession  as  regards  the  Committee's  pro- 
posals. So  far  there  appears  to  be  a  preponderance  of 
opinion  against  drug-bills  being  the  first  charge  on  the 
Medical  Benefit  Fund.  There  is  also  the  proposal  that 
Scotland  should  be  one  with  England  and  Wales  in  this 
matter.  It  is  not  generally  appreciated  that  England  and 
Wales  are  one.  Although  the  Welsh  Commission  still 
exists,  it  is  there  to  say  "  ditto  "  to  England.  It  is  now 
proposed  that  Scotland  should  do  the  same.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  it  will  not,  and  all  doubt  as  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Departmental  Committee's  proposals 
by  dispensing  chemists  in  Scotland  will  have  vanished 
before   the  Conference  meets,  as   a   meeting  of  panel 


chemists  in  Edinburgh  on  Friday,  October  15,  will 
settle  it.  The  feeling  in  Scottish  pharmaceutical  circles 
is  overwhelmingly  against  the  proposals.  There  are 
only  three  discounted  areas  in  Scotland,  and  chemists 
everywhere  else  are  paid  in  full,  while  many  get 
a  bonus;  so  that  none  have  anything  to  gain,  while 
all  have  something  to  lose  by  coming  into  a 
scheme  which  is  calculated  to  discount  the  prices  to  the 
extent  of  25  per  cent.  All  this  may  be  changed  if  the 
authorities  meet  pharmaceutical  representatives,  and  one 
of  the  things  the  Conference  will  have  to  do  is  to  bridge 
the  stream  of  difficulties  which  their  representatives  are 
up  against. 

Doubled  Medicine  Stamp-duty. 

We  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  on  Friday,  October  8,  the  notice  amending 
the  one  which  was  reproduced  in  the  C.  <C-  D.,  October  2, 
p.  41.  It  is  the  same  size  as  the  previous  one,  but  is 
in  smaller  type,  and  printed  on  white  paper.  It  is  dated 
October  1,  1915,  and  the  text  is  as  follows  : 


•AMENDED  NOTICE. 

INCREASE  OF  MEDICINE 

STAMP  DUTY. 

The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  hereby  give 
Notice  that  the  Resolution  passed  by  the  House  of  Commons 
on  the  2lst  September,  1915,  doubling  the  Rates  of  Medicine 
Stamp  Duty  as  from  the  29tli  September,  has  been  amended  by 
a  further  Resolution  postponing  the  operation  of  the  new  rates 
of  duty  until  the  20th  October.

anywise  affecting  the  Human  Body,  which  shall  be  uttered  or 
vended  in  Great  Britain,  where  such  Packet,  Box,  Bott!e,  Pot, 
Phial,  or  other  Inclosure  with  its  Contents  shall  not  exceed  the 
Price  or  —

Any  articles  stamped  with  the  existing  rates  of  duty  must, 
on  and  after  the  20th  October,  be  stamped  with  the  additional 
duty  before  being  sold  or  exposed  to  sale.  Special  adhesive 
stamps  of  the  values  of  lid.  and  3d.  overprinted  "Medicine— 
Additional  Duty,"  to  be  affixed  to  such  stamped  articles  in 
payment  of  the  additional  duty,  have  been  provided  for  use 
where  it  is  not  convenient  to  use  the  ordinary  Medicine  Stamp 
Label.  Any  person  selling  any  dutiable  medicine  unstamped 
OR  NOT  PROPERLY  STAMPED  will  incur  a  penalty  of  £10  in 
respect  of  every  offence. 

Medicine  Stamps  can  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  any 
Distributor  of  Stamps  or  from  any  Collector  of  Customs  and 
Excise  who  is  also  a  Distributor  of  Stamps,  from  the  office  of 
the  Controller  of  Stamps  at  Somerset  House,  or,  on  giving 
notice,  at  a  Money  Order  Post  Office.

Subscribers  in  Great  Britain  will  please  take  this  as- 
a  reminder  not  to  sell  any  dutiable  medicines  after 
Tuesday,  October  19,  unless  they  are  stamped  in  accord- 
ance with  this  notice.  The  Finance  (No.  3)  Bill  was 
introduced  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  Chancellor 
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of  the  Exchequer  on  October  12.  Clause  11  of  it  deals 
with  the  additional  medicine  duties,  and  is  as  follows  : 

Additional  Medicine  Duties.    42  Geo.  3..  c.  56,  44  Geo.  3., 
c.  98,     52  Geo.  3.,  c.  150. 

(1)  In  addition  to  the  duties  of  Excise  payable  under  the 
Medicines  Stamp  Act,  1802,  the  Stamp  Act,  1804,  and  the 
Medicines  Stamp  Act,  1812,  and  any  Act  amending  those 
Acts,  there  shall  be  charged,  levied,  and  paid,  as  from 
the  twentieth  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen, 
until  the  first  day  of  August,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
additional  duties  of  an  amount  equal  in  each  case  to  that 
payable  under  the  said  Acts. 

(2)  There  shall  be  charged,  levied,  and  paid  in  respect 
of  any  medicine  liable  to  duty  under  the  said  Acts,  and 
on  which  that  duty  has  been  paid  before  the  twenty-first 
day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  on  the  first 
sale  thereof  on  or  after  that  date,  an  Excise  duty  of  an 
amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  duty  originally  paid;  and 
if  any  person  sells  any  medicine  liable  to  the  duty  payable 
und?r  this  provision  without  paying  the  duty,  ho  shall  be 
liable  to  an  Excise  penalty  of  twenty  pounds. 

We  have  already  mentioned  that  it  is  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones's  intention  to  endeavour  to  get  the  bases  of  duty 
modified — e.g.,  by  making  the  threepenny  stamp  cover 
one-and-threepeiice  worth  of  medicine,  instead  of  a 
shillingsworth  as  at  present.  In  the  meantime  the 
principal  manufacturers  of  proprietary  medicines  have 
met,  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  John  C.  Umney,  at  his 
office  in  Southwark,  and  have  agreed  in  altering  prices 
that  the  ratios  of  profit  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  should 
not  be  decreased.  This  will  be  secured  by  adding  2d.  to 
the  minimum  retail  price  of  Is.  l^d.  articles,  thus  ad- 
vancing those  which  retail  at  lid.  to  1?.  Id.,  while  the 

wholesale  prices  will  be  advanced  by  Is.  8d.  per  dozen.

New  Spirit  Tables. 

Clause  18  of  the  Finance  (No.  3)  Bill  deals  with  new 
tables  for  ascertaining  the  weight  and  strength  of  spirits, 
which  are  to  be  substituted  by  officers  of  Customs  and 
Excise  for  the  table  of  the  strength  of  spirits  denoted  by 
Sikes's  hydrometer  specified  by  the  Spirits  (Strength 
Ascertainment)  Act,  1818.  A  supplemental  hydrometer 
(to  be  called  Sikes's  A.  Hydrometer)  is  also  to  be 
.authorised  for  use  when  the  spirit  is  either  high  in 
strength  or  temperature.  The  King's  Remembrancer  has 
received  a  copy  of  the  tables,  a  specimen  of  the  new 
hydrometer,  and  a  copy  of  a  supplemental  table  applicable 
to  it. 

Chemists'  Dental  Society. 

The  Chemists'  Dental  Society  has  reached  a  critical  stage 
in  its  history.  Xext  Wednesday  the  decision  is  to  be 
taken  as  to  whether  the  Society  should  cease  to  exist  as 
a  separate  body  and  be  amalgamated  with  the  National 
Dental  Corporation.  1'he  special  object  with  which  the 
Chemists'  Dental  Society  was  established  was  to  conserve 
chemists'  rights  in  the  practice  of  dentistry,  and  that 
work  has  by  no  means  been  accomplished.  The  British 
Dental  Association  is  still  endeavouring  to  obtain  support 


for  its  draft  Dental  Bill,  which  contains  a  clause  especially 
directed  against  chemists  ;  but  there  is  no  hope  that  the 
Bill  will  be  presented  to  the  Houses  of  Parliament  for 
some  time  to  come.  It  seems  a  pity,  however,  that  a 
body  especially  charged  with  the  interests  of  chemists 
should  cease  to  exist,  but  at  the  same  time  if  the  Society 
has  not  enough  vitality  to  keep  it  in  being  it  is  better 
wound  up. 

September  Overseas  Trade. 

The  principal  feature  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns 
for  September  is  an  increase  in  the  value  of  our  imports, 
against  a  drop  of  six  millions  in  August  compared  with 
July.  On  the  other  hand,  exports  were  slightly  larger 
than  in  August,  but  the  gain  was  not  due  to  an  increased 
export  of  British  products  and  manufactures,  but  to  re- 
exports of  Colonial  and  foreign  merchandise.  The 
figures,  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year,  are  as  follows  :

We  hope  to  deal  more  fully  with  the  details  of  the 
Returns  in  our  next  issue,  but  meantime  we  may  say 
that  as  regards  the  departments  of  business  that  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  represents,  considering  that  the 
restrictions  imposed  on  exportation  for  reasons  of  policy 
are  constantly  being  extended,  and  that  skilled  labour 
is  every  month  being  withdrawn  from  the  producers  of 
exportable  commodities,  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
show  that  the  British  chemical  and  drug  trades  are 
supplying  markets  which  formerly  belonged  to  Germany. 

"Port"  and  "Madeira." 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  an  Act  of  Parliament  was 
passed  last  November  in  w-hich  the  following  sections 
occur  : 

1.  The  description  "port"  or  i;  madeira"  applied  to 
any  wine  or  other  liquor,  other  than  wine  the  produce  of 
Portugal  and  the  island  of  Madeira  respectively,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  false  trade  description  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887,  and  that  Act  shah 
have  effect  accordingly :  Provided  that  it  shall  be  a  good 
defence  to  any  proceedings  under  that  Act  in  respect  of 
such  a  description  as  aforesaid  if  it  is  proved — 

(a)  that  the  wine  or  other  liquor  to  which  the  description 
is  applied  is  intended  solely  for  exportation  from  the  United 
Kingdom  ;  or 

(b)  in  the  case  of  any  wine  or  other  liquor  sold  or  exposed 
for  or  kept  in  possession  for  sale  within  twelve  months 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  that  the  description  applied 
thereto  was  lawfully  so  applied  before  the  passing  of  this 
Act. 

2.  This  Act  mav  be  cited  as  the  Anglo-Portuguese  Com- 
mercial Treaty  Act.  1914. 

The  Act  was  to  have  come  into  force  on  November  1 
next,  but  there  is  some  trouble  about  the  matter  in 
Portugal,  especially  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  word 
"  Champagne  "  (all  which  wine  does  not  come  from  that 
ravished  territory),  so  by  arrangement  the  Act  will  not 
come  into  force  until  some  time  in  January  1916,  if  then. 

Customs  Duties  on  Chloral  Hydrate  and  Ethers. 

For  many  years  countervailing  duties  have  been  payable 
on  importation  into  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  upon 
certain  articles  made  from  ethylic  alcohol.  These  were 
raised  in  1910  to  the  following  rates  :

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It  is  proposed  in  Finance  (No.  3)  Bill  to  discontinue 
these  duties.    Clause  13  is  as  follows  : 

Discontinuance  of  Duties  on  Certain  Articles  in  the  Manufacture 
of  which  Spirit  is  used. 

The  duties  of  Customs  on  the  articles  mentioned  in 
Part  II.  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  Finance  (1909-10) 
Act,  1910,  being  articles  in  which  spirit  is  contained  or 
in  the  manufacture  of  which  spirit  is  used,  shall  cease. 

This  proposal  is  apparently  a  forerunner  to  the  larger 
production  of  these  articles  in  this  country.  Now  that 
the  Government  is  a  buyer  of  some  of  these  things  in 
exceptionally  large  quantities  the  enhancement  of  price 
on  account  of  spirit-duties  is  better  appreciated,  just  as 
was  done  when  Lord  Haldane  was  Chairman  of  the 
Explosives  Committee.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he 
got  duty-free  spirit  for  manufacturing-purposes  provided 
for  in  the  Eevenue  Act,  1906.  At  present  chloral  hydrate 
is  being  imported  from  the  United  States.  Formerly  we 
got  it  from  Germany,  and  the  yield  of  duty  in  1913-14  was 
1,921/.  Not  much  of  the  ethers  is  now  imported.  It 
should  be  particularly  noted  that  the  proposed  discon- 
tinuance of  these  duties  does  not  extend  to  anything 
containing  alcohol  nor  to  transparent  soap  made  with 
spirit. 

CeyFon  Coca. 

An  order  has  been  issued  by  the  Ceylon  Government  to 
all  cultivators  of  coca  in  Ceylon  to  uproot  and 
destroy  the  same  in  view  of  the  new  regulations  con- 
cerning ganja,  cocaine,  etc.  The  most  systematic  culti- 
vation of  coca  in  Ceylon,  says  Mr.  H.  F.  Macmillan, 
Superintendent  of  the  Botanic  Gardens,  Ceylon,  is  in 
Matale,  where  it  was  firmly  established,  but  the  profit 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  leaves  was  so  insignificant 
that  the  owners  abolished  it  altogether  three  years  ago. 
The  exports  from  Ceylon  in  1911  were  1,432  cwt. 
(4,654/.),  but  in  1912  the  figure  dropped  to  1.186  cwt. 
(3,838/.).  Since  the  war  there  have  been  no  exports. 
The  Peradeniya  experimental  station  is  now  the  only  place 
in  Ceylon  where  the  Government  will  allow  coca  to  be 
grown,  and  the  area  will  be  strictly  limited.  In  our 
Winter  Issue  of  January  1913  we  dealt  fully  with  the 
cultivation  of  coca  in  Ceylon.  The  cessation  of  the  out- 
put is  not  likely  to  have  any  effect  on  the  market  for 
Java  and  South  American  coca-leaves.  In  fact,  the  market 
for  coca  has  been  in  a  moribund  condition  for  some  time 
past,  and  at  the  moment  raw  material  is  almost 
unsaleable.

Kenaei-seeds. — The  Imperial  Institute  has  found  a  sample 
of  Canarium  rufum  seeds  (kenari-seeds),  _  forwarded  from 
the  Botanic  Gardens  at  Singapore,  to  consist  of  husk  95  per 
cent,  and  kernel  4.7  per  cent.  The  kernels  were  analysed, 
with  the  following  results :  Moisture  3.9  per  cent.  :  true 
proteins,  15.5  tier  cent.:  other  nitrogenous  substances, 
0.9  per  cent.;  fat,  70.5  per  cent.:  starch,  4.2  per  cent.; 
fibre,  trace;  and  ash,  5  per  cent.  The  kernels  have  a  hifh 
food-value  equal  to  that  of  Canarium  commune  kernels, 
which  they  resemble  in  taste  and  appearance. 


Lieutenant  Laing. 
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Prevention  of  Pediculosis. 


The  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  (Natural  History)  have 
published  a  valuable  little  pamphlet  (Economic  Series. 
No.  2)  on  the  louse  and  its  relation  to  disease  by  Mr.  Bruce 
F.  Cummings  The  structural  distinctions  between  the  head- 
louse  and  the  clothes-louse  are  clearly  drawn,  and  the 
importance  of  these  parasites  as  carriers  of  typhus  and 
other  diseases  is  duly  emphasised.  Regarding  preventive 
and  remedial  measures  it  is  stated  that  for  the  head-louse 
a  2-per-cent.  solution  of  carbolic  acid  may  be  used,  and  this 
is  said  to  be  effective  against  the  nits,  which  are  harder 
to  kill  than  the  insects  themselves.  Sulphur  ointment  and 
white  precipitate,  though  commonly  used,  are  not  recom- 
mended. If  necessary,  the  hair,  even  in  girls,  should  be 
cut  short,  and  petrol,  paraffin,  turpentine,  xylol,  benzene, 
or  kerosene  applied  to  the  scalp,  due  precautions  being  taken 
on  account  of  their  inflammable  nature.  These  substances 
should  not  be  allowed  to  remain  long  on  the  scalp.  The 
best  remedial  measures  for  the  clothes-louse,  when  once  the 
vermin  have  established  themselves,  are  frequent  baths, 
frequent  changing  of  the  clothes,  immersion  of  infested 
garments  in  gasoline,  petrol,  or  paraffin,  or  scalding  the 
clothes.  For  soldiers  in  camp  the  following  method  has 
been  found  thoroughly  satisfactory :  Infested  men  were 
directed  to  take  a  hot  bath,  dry  themselves,  and  then 
lather  the  body  with  Cresol  soap  solution  (Jeyes'  fluid, 
lj  oz.  :  soft  soap,  lj  lb.  ;  water.  10  gals.),  and  allow  the 
lather  to  dry  on.  Shirts  were  washed  in  the  same  mixture 
in  boiling  water;  tunics  and  trousers  were  turned  inside 
out.  and  the  lather  rubbed  well  into  the  seams  and  allowed 
to  dry  on.  Blankets  were  also  soaked  in  the  solution  and 
then  washed  in  the  ordinary  way. 

Dr.  Kinloch,  it  is  stated,  recommends  for  underclothing 
immersion  in  a  soap-solution  containing  2  per  cent,  of 
trichlorethylene  or  10  per  cent,  of  tetrachlorethane,  but  the 
author  states  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  employment 
of  two  such  poisonous  substances  is  justifiable.  It  is  stated 
that  an  investigation  has  been  carried  out  by  the  R.A.M.C., 
and  the  relative  values  of  the  different  vermicidal  sub- 
stances tested  in  the  field,  the  experiments  being  made  in 
France  with  batches  of  twenty-five  men.  Among  the  sub- 
stances used  were  :  Naphthaline  with  2  per  cent,  iodoform 
and  2  per  cent,  creosote  (called  conveniently  N.C.I.) ; 
naphthaline  and  2  per  cent,  iodoform  alone;  vermijelli ; 
mercury  powder ;  and  mercury  ointment.  As  a  result,  the 
actual  measures  recommended  for  use  among  our  troops  at 
the  Front  are  the  dusting  of  N.C.I,  on  the  clothes  and  the 
use  of  vermijelli  according  to  the  instructions  issued  with 
each  tin.  In  regard  to  the  last-named  preparation,  we 
may  recall  the  fact  that  Professor  H.  M.  Lefroy  wrote  to  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal  "  of  February  1915.  p.  317.  stating 
that  it  was  described  in  the  "  West  Indian  Bulletin  "  in  1902, 
and  in  other  publications  later,  adding  that  "  it  is  not 
new  or  secret."  The  "B.M.J."  stated  that  the  crude-oil 
emulsion  described  in  the  Bulletin  by  the  Professor  is  made 
of— 

10  lb.  of  whale-oil  soap. 

5j  pints  of  crude  Barbados  petroleum. 

4  oz.  naphthaline. 

When  made  by  the  directions  given,  this  is  said  to  form 
a  jelly,  which  from  the  description  appears  (said  the 
"  B.M.J.")  to  be  very  similar  to  one  of  the  samples  obtained 
from  one  of  the  manufacturers  mentioned  in  the  printed 
circular  supplied  by  Professor  Lefroy  in  response  to  in- 
quiries. _  It  is  largely  diluted  with  water  for  use  as  an 
insecticide,  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  devised  having 
been  the  spraying-  of  plants.  The  Professor  says  that  "  the 
best  emulsions  containing  crude  oil  are  made  by  a  special 
process.  Such  an  emulsion,  containing  80  per  cent,  of  crude 
oil  with  20  per  cent,  of  whale-oil  soap,  is  prepared  and 
sold  under  the  name  of  '  crude-oil  emulsion.'  It  was  made 
at  the  entomologist's  suggestion,  and  analysis  shows  it  to 
be  p-ire.  containing-  the  ingredients  given  "above.  .  .  .  Ob- 
tainable in  5-gal.  drums  from  chemists."  The  nreparation 
sold  under  the  name  of  "Vermijelli"  is  manufactured  bv 
S.  Bowley  &  Son,  Wellington  Works.  Battersea,  London,

Insurance  Act  Dispensing. 

A  Record  of  matters  concerning:  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts. 


Tbe  Charge  against  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. 

We  reported  last  week  (p.  57)  the  result  of  the  inquiry 
on  August  10  regarding  seven  charges  brought  against 
Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  respect  to  the  dispensing  of 
Insurance  prescriptions  at  certain  of  their  branches  in  Hull 
(C.  &  V.,  August  14,  p.  40).  The  Inquiry  Committee  con- 
sisted of  Messrs.  John  Fischer  Williams  (Barrister-at-Law), 
E.  J.  Smith  (Chairman  of  the  Bradford  Insurance  Com- 
mittee), and  J.  Eymer  Young,  F.C.S.  The  case  for  the 
complainants  was  presented  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  (Mr.  John  Lewenstein,  solicitor),  and  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  appeared  for  the  company.  As  reported 
last  week,  the  Insurance  Commissioners  have  decided  to 
take  no  action  on  the  matter.  In  the  Inquiry  Committee's 
report  to  the  Commissioners  the  facts  in  regard  to  the 
complaints  are  set  forth,  and  the  following  inferences 
drawn : 

1.  That  the  company  was  justified  in  supplying-  the  bandage 
referred  to  in  the  first  complaint  and  the  oiled  paper  referred 
to  in  the  second  complaint,  although  there  was  some  careless- 
ness in  the  overcharge  of  \d.  in  the  latter  case. 

2.  That  tho  belladonna  kidney-plaister  referred  to  in  the  fourth 
complaint  was  a  good  plaistcr  suited  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  supplied. 

3.  That  the  company's  servant  committed  an  error  of  judg- 
ment in  supplying  ung.  methyl,  salicyl.  on  a  prescription  for 
ung.  salicyl.  Where  a,  prescription  so  ambiguous  in  its  meaning 
as  a  prescription  for  ung.  salicyl.  is  presented  to  a  chemist 
to  be  dispensed  we  think  he  should  not  proceed  with  the  dis- 
pensing until  the  doubt  has  been  cleared  up  by  communicating 
directly  or  indirectly  with  the  doctor  concerned. 

4.  That,  the  company's  servant  was  careless  in  supplying  8-oz. 
mixtures  where  12-oz.  mixtures  were  ordered,  as  referred  to  in 
the  fifth  and  sixth  complaints ;  but  that  the  company  was 
not  guilty  of  any  dishonesty  in  making  the  overcharge  com- 
plained of. 

5.  That  there  was  nothing  in  the  evidence  before  us  to  lead 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  general  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  company  in  Hull,  where  it  has  eight  branches,  is  unsatis- 
factory. The  six  complaints  covered  a  period  of  two  years  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  mistake  as  to  the  ung.  salicyl.,  were, 
in  fact,  trivial.  In  making  this  observation  we  must  not  be 
understood  as  indicating  that  we  are  inclined  to  take  a  lenient 
view  of  any  carelessness,  whether  by  principals  or  assistants, 
in  discharge  of  the  skilled,  responsible,  and  honourable  services 
which  are  required  of  chemists  under  the  National  Insurance 
Acts. 

Reference  is  also  made  to  the  conducting  of  the  case, 
and.  as  reported  last  week,  this  is  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  Hull  Insurance  Committee.

ENGLAND. 

Birmingham.—  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on 
October  11,  when  the  proposed  new  Tariff  was  considered. 
Several  members  submitted  figures  showing  the  remunera- 
tion for  dispensing  100  prescriptions  priced  (a)  under  the 
present  Tariff  and  (6)  under  the  proposed  new  Tariff,  and 
the  results  showed  that  the  latter  in  its  present  form  would 
mean  a  reduction  in  the  payments  to  chemists  of  about 
12^  per  cent.  The  delegates  to  the  Local  Associations  Con- 
ference were  instructed  to  oppose  this  reduction  in 
remuneration.  There  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  a 
report  and  analysis  which  showed  that  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1915  249.330  prescriptions  (value  5,983Z.,  average 
cost  5.75rf.,  and  average  cost  per  insured  person  4.18<£.) 
were  dispensed,  compared  with  312.413  prescriptions^  (value 
11.924/..  average  cost  9.28(7..  and  average  cost  per  insured 
person  10.32J.)  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1914. 

Blackburn.— Panel  chemists  in  the  area  have  accepted 
the  emers-ency  settlement  for  1914,  under  which  they  will 
be  paid  85  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  of  their  accounts. 

Devon.— Tho  Finance  Sub-Committee  has  appointed  Mr. 
John  Tavlor  (chemist)  as  its  Chairman.  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell 
is  Chairman  of  the  Sanatorium  Benefit  Sub-Committee. 

Holland  (Iiincs.).— The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
reported  to  the  Insurance  Committee  on  October  4  that 
the  checker  had  been  instructed  to  disallow  prescriptions 
which  do  not  bear  the  full  address  of  the  patient.  Mr. 
W.  E.  Bell  (chemist)  submitted  that  this  is  not  practicable. 
He  asked  if  the  chemist  is  to  send  the  prescription  back 
to  the  doctor  to  have  the  address  more  carefully  put  in, 
and,  if  the  doctor  is  not  in,  are  the  patients  to  go  without 
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medicine  till  he  returns?  On  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  South, 
>it  was  agreed  that  the  present  arrangement  should  stand, 
.and  that  if  there  is  no  improvement  in  filling  in  addresses 
•on  the  part  of  the  doctors  drastic  steps  will  be  taken. 

Liverpool.  —  The  Panel  Committee  has  resolved  that  the 
medical  profession  should  refuse  to  agree  to  any  portion 
•of  the  Practitioners'  Fund  being  diverted  to  the  purchase 
of  materials. 

London.- The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on  Octo- 
ber 12,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin  (Chairman)  presiding.  Apologies 
for  absence  were  received  from  Messrs.  J.  Milner  and  Mr. 
"W.  B.  Trick.  Mr.  W.  H.  Goy  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Committee  in  room  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins,  whose  resigna- 
tion the  Committee  regretted.  Important  correspondence 
from  the  Commissioners  and  the  Insurance  Committee,  re- 
lating to  "code"  and  "cipher"  prescriptions,  was  con- 
sidered, and  suitable  replies  were  directed  to  be  sent.  The 
Secretary  reported  on  various  matters,  including  complaints 
regarding  inadequate  service  in  a  section  of  the  Western 
-area,  and  regarding  the  action  of  certain  doctors  in  in- 
fluencing insured  persons  to  the  prejudice  of  certain 
•chemists.  In  regard  to  the  first  complaint,  it  was  stated 
that  evidence  of  efficient  service  had  been  submitted  to  the 
Insurance  Committee,  and  regarding  the  second,  it  was 
decided  to  communicate  with  the  Commissioners  and  the 
Insurance  Committee  on  one  of  a  specific  case.  The  Secre- 
tary also  reported  on  the  number  of  prescriptions  in  the 
■certified  accounts  for  the  first  six  months  of  1915,  the 
average  cost  per  prescription  being  S.2d.  The  Committee 
then  considered  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  the  Drug  Tariff,  and,  after  a  long  and  animated 
discussion,  it  was  decided  (i)  that  any  tariff  to  be  accepted 
must  provide  adequate  remuneration  for  the  professional 
skill  required  in  dispensing,  and  must  ensure  prompt  and 
regular  payment  of  accounts  in  full ;  (ii)  that  the  Report  of 
The  Departmental  Committee  be  adopted  in  so  far  as  the 
principle  of  charging  drugs  at  cost  price  and  the  abolition 
■of  discounting  is  concerned,  provided  that  appropriate  dis- 
pensing-fees are  obtained;  (iii)  that  the  proposed  estab- 
lishment charges  included  in  the  dispensing-fees  are 
thoroughly  inadequate,  and  the  Committee  cannot  recom- 
mend their  acceptance  unless  the  Commissioners  satisfy  the 
members  that  they  are  adequate;  (iv)  that  stock  mixtures 
should  bo  abolished. 

Monmouthshire.— The  Panel  Committee,  having  con- 
sidered the  B.M.A.  circular  regarding  the  proposed 
■commercial  Tariff,  has  approved  the  suggestion  that,  every 
practitioner  the  cost  of  whose  prescriptions  exceeds  2s.  per 
insured  person  should  bo  automatically  surcharged,  with 
power  to  the  Panel  Committee  on  appeal  to  grant  a  certi- 
ficate entitling  the  practitioner  to  relief  from  the  Drug 
Fund.  A  report  regarding  the  cost  of  each  panel  prac- 
titioner's prescriptions  for  1914  showed  that  seven  prac- 
titioners (panel  lists  between  _  7,000  and  8,000)  had  spent 
1.143/.  in  excess  of  2s.  per  insured  person.  The  matter 
-was  referred  to  the  Drug  Sub-Committee,  with  a  view  to 
the  doctors  guilty  of  undue  expenditure  being  recommended 
for  surcharge. 

Nottingham.—  The  Panel  Committee  has  agreed  to 
accept  a  commercial  Tariff  (C.  &  D..  September  18,  p.  55), 
subject  to  certain  reservations  to  the  B.M.A.  proposals, 
the  chief  of  which  are  that  the  whole  of  the  Is.  6d.  for 
drugs  be  pooled  throughout  the  country,  and  that  addi- 
tional liabilities  in  the  way  of  drugs  and  appliances  bo 
Tiot  imposed  without  the  consent  of  medical  men. 

Oxford.— Panel  chemists  have  been  paid  4?.  lis.  Id.  in 
respect  of  accounts  for  war-scheduled  drugs  supplied  to 
December  31,  1914. 

Kotherham,  The  Commissioners  have  credited  the  In- 
surance Committee  with  26/.  2s.  lid.  for  distribution  to 
panel  chemists  in  respect  of  war-scheduled  drugs  supplied 
to  December  31,  1914. 

<o>  Sheffield.  — The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on  Octo- 
ber 12,  Mr.  H.  G.  Williams  presiding.  The  Special  Sub- 
Committee  reported  that  they  had  examined  the  1914 
accounts,  and  found  them  correct.  It  was  stated  that  in 
some  case3  orders  for  dressings  for  medical  practitioners 
were  t  filled  in  by  the  chemists  supplying  same,  and  the 
■chemists  concerned  were  asked  to  have  the  orders  filled  in 
by  the  doctors.  On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton, 
hearty  thanks  were  awarded  to  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme 
for  his  services  to  panel  chemists  on  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee. The  Secretary  reported  that  credits  had  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Insurance  Committee  in  respect  of  the  war- 
scheduled  drugs  supplied  to  December  31,  1914,  and  that 
payments  for  these  will  be  made  to  chemists  after  the  next 
meeting  of  tha  Insurance  Committee.  As  there  is  some 
doubt  on  the  part  of  chemists  as  to  whether  they  should 
sign  the  emergency-settlement  forms,  it  was  resolved  that 
the  Secretary  should  notify  chemists  that  the  Committee  is 


|  still  unable  to  recommend  acceptance  of  the  settlement.  It 
was  resolved  to  send  the  names  of  several  doctors,  who  still 
order  local  Formulary  preparations  by  number  only,  to  the 
Panel  Committee.  Mr.  H.  G.  Williams  opened  a  discus- 
sion on  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
Drug  Tariff,  and  submitted  a  comparison  of  prescriptions 
priced  (a)  under  the  present  Tariff  and  (6)  under  the  pro- 
posed Tariff.  Mr.  Appleton  produced  figures  showing  that 
the  payments  in  the  better-class  parts  of  the  city  are  smaller 
in  proportion  than  those  in  the  working-class  districts.  The 
Secretary  (Mr.  H.  Antcliffe)  submitted  comparisons  with 
the  present  Tariff  showing  that  the  new  Tariff  will  work  out 
at  8  to  10  per  cent,  against  the  chemists,  with,  however, 
payment  in  full.  After  discussion,  the  delegates  to  the 
Local  Associations  Conference  were  instructed  to  support 
the  following  resolutions:  (a)  Appliances  to  carry  333  per 
cent,  profit ;  (&)  for  the  present  dispensing-fees,  size  of 
bottle  and  dose  should  be  fixed  ;  (c)  stock  mixtures  should  be 
regulated  or  abolished;  {d)  it  must  be  definitely  decided 
whether  each  article  prepared,  or  the  prescription  as  a 
whole,  will  carry  an  establishment  charge ;  (e)  establishment 
charge  to  be  considerably  increased  ;  (/)  the  cost  of  bottles 
is  inadequate  ;  (a)  payment  of  accounts  to  be  arranged  for 
stated  dates ;  {h)  the  question  of  who  is  to  bear  the  cost 
of  pricing  prescriptions  must  be  settled.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  forward  these  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Stoke-on-Trent.  —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, on  October  7,  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
reported  that,  in  order  to  answer  a  letter  from  the  Com- 
missioners regarding  stock  mixtures,  the  Clerk  had  asked 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  about  the  matter,  and  the 
latter  replied  that  they  had  no  desire  to  express  an  opinion 
on  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  stock  mixtures  selected  by 
the  Panel  Committee.  The  Sub-Committee  recommended 
that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  press  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  for  details  of  their  objections  to  the  proposed 
stock  mixtures,  pointing  out  that  if  they  do  not  agree,  the 
Commissioners  will  decide  the  matter.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  adopted,  the  Clerk  6tating  that  the  Commissioners 
desired  a  reply  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  within 
ten  days. 

Westmoreland.  —A  long  discussion  took  place  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Insurance  Committee  on  October  6  as  to  whether 
a  panel  practitioner  has  the  right  to  supply  medicines  to 
insured  patients  who  request  him  to  do  so,  and  to  charge 
for  the  same.  The  Commissioners  had  been  asked  for  their 
opinion,  but  stated  that  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Committee 
to  decide,  and  that  as  the  case  in  question  may  come  before 
the  Commissioners,  on  appeal,  in  their  judicial  capacity,  it 
would  not  be  proper  for  them  to  express  an  opinion.  Mr. 
G.  Vogt  (chemist)  suggested  to  move  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee,  the  supply  of  medicine  to  an  insured 
person  within  the  mile-radius  by  a  panel  doctor,  and  charg- 
ing and  accepting  remuneration  for  the  same,  is  a  breach 
of  the  agreement  with  the  Committee,  and  would  justify 
a  determination  of  the  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mittee After  prolonged  discussion,  Mr.  Vogt's  suggestion 
was  withdrawn,  and  the  matter  was  allowed  to  drop. 
SCOTLAND. 

rife.  —The  County  Insurance  Committee  has  sent  to 
panel  chemists  a  notice,  dated  October  9,  stating  that  on 
and  after  that  date  no  prescription  will  be  allowed  by 
the  Checking  Bureau  unless  (1)  it  be  written  on  the  official 
form ;  (2)  contains  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  insured 
person,  and  date ;  (3)  is  wholly  written  by  the  doctor  and 
bears  his  signature  (not  initials)  with  appropriate  index  mark  ;] 

(4)  is  made  out  so  as  to  show  the  intention  of  the  doctor  in 
regard  to  the  quantity  of  the  drugs  and  the  quantity  and 
particular  kind  of  the  bandages  or  other  appliances  ordered; 

(5)  bears  the  stamp  of  the  chemist  dispensing.  A  further 
note  states  that  every  prescription  must  be  written  in  full, 
and  that  repeat  prescriptions,  code  prescriptions,  and  pre- 
scriptions bearing  the  signature  stamp  of  the  doctor  will 
on  no  account  be  passed  for  payment ;  also  that  every 
doctor,  when  prescribing  for  other  than  his  own  panel 
patients,  must  write  the  name  of  the  doctor  for  whom  he 
is  acting  on  the  prescription,  in  addition  to  his  own  signa- 
ture. It  is  pointed  out  that  gross  irregularities  are  still 
prevalent  in  this  area.  It  is  now  hoped  that  the  chemists 
will  exercise  their  prerogative  and  assist  the  Committee 
in  stamping  out  these  medical  irregularities. 

Lanarkshire.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  at 
Motherwell  on  October  6,  Mr.  W.  Bruce  (Larkhall)  pre- 
siding. A  resolution  was  passed  objecting  to  the  Depart- 
mental Committee's  Tariff  and  rejecting  the  proposals.  _  It 
was  agreed  to  suggest  to  the  Jfcarmaceutical_  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland)  that  they  press  for  a  definite  answer 
to  the  stated  case  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  on 
behalf  of  Scottish  panel  chemists. 
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Cardiff.— A  local  correspondent,  writing  on  Wednesday, 
says  :  From  personal  inquiries.  I  find  there  is  a  very  pro- 
nounced attitude  among  Cardiff  chemists  in  respect  to  the 
new  Tariff,  but  there  is  a  disposition  to  wait  and  see  what 
will  be  done  at  the  Conference  in  London,  but  not  much 
hope  in  regard  to  the  result.  The  opinion  generally  is  that 
the  Conference  will,  as  usual,  take  up  a  lot  of  time,  talk 
all  round  the  subject,  but  will  fail  to  give  any  strong 
decision.  'What  we  want  is  a  concise,  clean-cut.  fighting 
decision,  and  it  is  felt  that  we  should  be  compensated  for 
the  cost-price  of  drugs  by  a  flat  rate — viz.,  a  definite  sum 
for  each  prescription  and  appliance,  taking  one  with  the 
other  without  distinction.  This  plan  would  be  quite  simple 
and,  I  think,  acceptable,  provided  the  sum  allowed  for 
each  prescription  is  reasonable.  A  payment  of  2(7.  and 
0.8(7.  is  not  a  reasonable  sum,  but  there  does  seem  to  be 
some  hope  that  the  conditions  will  be  accepted  if  the  sum 
be  increased  to  3.5(7.  This  is  the  lowest  cut  acceptable  to 
this  district,  as  far  as  can  be  judged.  If  this  sum  cannot 
be  obtained,  the  majority  will  not  remain  on  the  panel. 

Denbigh.  — At  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  on  September  20.  it  was  reported  that  chemists' 
accounts  for  three-quarters  of  1915  amounted  to  793?..  451?.. 
and  368/.  (approximate),  compared  with  9947.,  7597.,  and 
546?.  in  the  similar  periods  of  1914.  Accounts  for  1915  have 
been  paid  in  full  to  the  end  of  August.  The  1913-14  pre- 
scriptions have  been  scrutinised  and  analysed,  and  claims 
for  surcharge  amounting  to  over  6007.  have  been  made 
upon  over-prescribing  doctors.  Payments  of  surcharges 
amounting  to  350?.  have  already  been  agreed  upon  by  the 
doctors  concerned. 

Glamorganshire, — A  meeting  of  panel  chemists  in  the 
area  was  held  at  the  Castle  Ho:e!.  Neath,  on  October  7, 
to  discuss  the  emergency  settlement  proposals  and  the 
suggested  new  Tariff.  Regarding  the  emergency  settle- 
ment, obie:tion  was  raised  by  several  present  to  giving  a 
receipt  for  full  settlement,  and  the  Chairman  pointed  out 
that  the  Insurance  Committee  is  under  no  liability  to  pay 
any  more  than  is  at  their  disposal.  It  was  finally  decided, 
by  a  majority,  to  accept  the  settlement.  The  proposed 
new  Tariff  was  then  considered.  !>nd  the  meeting  confirmed 
the  resolution  of  the.  Pharmaceutical.  Committee  which  is 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Local  Assce'ations  Conference.  The 
Conference  delegates  were  instructed  to  press  that  the 
establishment  charge  should  be  ?  0:7.,  and  to  ask  that,  as 
drugs  are  nriced  at  cost,  the  d;~"ensing-fees  should  be 
raised,  and  that,  in  niece  of  an  establishment  charge,  there 
should  bo  a  profit  of  15  per  cent,  on  appliarcs.  A  motion 
by  Mr.  E.  Griffiths,  that  no  n~\v  agreement  be  s'gned  till 
all  hala*>r-°s  are  paid,  was  allowed  to  lie  on  the  tab1.". 
It  was  deeded  to  meet  again  in  Cardiff  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  Conference.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  concluded  th°  meeting. 

Merionethshire.  — Th-  Finance  Sib-Committee  reported 
to  a  recent  mating  of  the  Insurance.  Committee  that  the 
amount  available  for  th°  emergency  settlement  of  chemists' 
accounts  for  1914  was  172/.  lis.

Payments 
were  passed  (n^  to  chemists  for  th"1  third  quarter  of  1915. 
34/.  6s.  6(7..  and  (/;)  to  doctors  and  chemists  in  respect  of 
temporary  residents,  47.  7s.  5(7. 

Notes. 

Dp.rc,  Tariff  Recommendation"?. — The  Council  of  the  Panel 
Medico-Political  Union  has  received  over  3.000  objections 
to  the  Departmental  Committee's  recommendations  and  has 
sent  many  of  the  objections  to  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Commi'S'on  (Eneland).  It  is  raported  that  most  Local 
Medical  and  Pane!  Committees  a'so  object. 

National  Ixstjiuxce  Attendances. — In  giving  evidence  at 
a  recent  inquest  at  Bothnal  Gr->r:i.  a  medical  witness  stated 
that  panel  dee'ors  see  qu'te  98  ror  cent,  of  the  insured 
persons  on  their  lists,  whereas  i"  the  days  before  the 
National  Insurance  Act.  when  sick-clubs  flourished,  a 
medical  man  would  see  only  about  5  per  cent,  cf  the 
members  in  bad  weather,  and  only  2  per  cent,  in  summer. 

Scottish  Commission. — The  Edinburgh  and  Lanarkshire 
Insurance  Committees  have  passed  resolutions  protesting 
acrainst  the  proposed  abolition  of  the  Scottish  Insurance 
Commission.  The  paramount  p->C"ssity  for  retaining  in 
Scotland  the  snnc'al  administration  of  National  Insurance 
is  insisted  upon  by  Edinburgh.  Resolutions  of  protest 
have  also  b°en  passed  by  th°  E-=r  Aberdeenshire  Pharma- 
cists' Association  and  th"  Edinburgh,  Leith,  and  District 
Fr;endlv  Societies  Council 

Proposed  Commercial  Tariff. — TV  J.  H.  Tavlor  (Sal- 
ford),  writing  in  th"  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  (Supple- 
ment. Septemb°r  ?5.  "  141)  on  th"  m"morand'im  i?«ued  by 
the  Insurance  Acts  Committee    of    the    British  Medical 


Association  dealing  with  a  commercial  Tariff  (C.  &  D., 
September  18,  p.  55),  expresses  the  opinion  that  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  proposed  Tariff  would  reduce  the  drug  bill 
by  about  15  per  cent,  on  the  1913  figures,  as  has  been 
suggested.  In  spite  of  an}'  commercial  Tariff,  says  Dr. 
Taylor,  there  is  the  greatest  danger  that  in  the  future 
the  2s.  may  become  insufficient,  even  taking  the  country  as 
a  whole,  and  to  ask  the  doctors  to  take  on  unlimited 
liability  is  to  ask  them  to  trust  to  luck  with  the  chances 
against  them. — Dr.  Ferdinand  Rees  (Wigan),  in  a 
letter  to  the  "  B.M.J.."  gives  the  following  aphorisms 
for  panel  practitioners :  (1)  We  must  not  allow 
our  7s.  minimum  to  be  interfered  with  in  any  way.  (2)  We 
must  not  take  away  from  the  Government  the  responsibility 
for  providing  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  chemists 
adequately.  (3)  The  prescribing  by  doctors  at  the  present 
time  is  rapidly  sinking  below  the  level  of  the  old  club 
practice.  (4)  Advanced  reformers,  especially  among  the 
Labour  Party,  will  after  the  war  be  clamouring  for  increased 
medical  benefits,  and  it  would  be  suicidal  for  the  profession 
to  saddle  themselves  with  the  liability  to  provide  these 
out  of  the  present  9s.  (5)  Do  not  let  us  interfere  between 
the  chemists  and  the  Government.  Let  them  fight  it  out 
between  themselves.  (6)  We  must  strike  before  we  allow 
any  interference  with  our  7s. 

Doctor's  Appeal  against  Surcharge. — The  Insurance 
Commissioners  have  recently  issued  their  decision  in  a 
case  in  which  a  panel  prrctitioner  appealed  against  a 
surcharge  of  77/.  6s.  10(7.  made  by  an  Insurance  Committee 
under  Article  40  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  1913. 
At  the  hearing  of  the  case  (the  "  British  Medical  Journal" 
states)  evidence  was  given  by  the  practitioner,  by  the  Clerk 
to  the  Insurance  Committee,  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Panel  Committee,  and  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee.  It  "was  stated  that  the  prescrip- 
tions given  by  the  practitioner  exceeded  the  average  price 
of  all  the  doctors  in  the  area  by  22.02(7.  per  insured  person 
for  the  half-year,  showing  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
prescriptions"  issued  an  excess  of  16.14(7.  per  prescription. 
The  Panel  Committee,  after  hearing  the  practitioner,_  re- 
ported to  the  Insurance  Committee  that  his  prescriptions 
had  been  extravagant  and  unnecessary  in  frequency,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  25  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the 
whole  of  the  doctor's  prescriptions  (2057.  19s.  8(7.)  for  the 
period  named  was  an  arbitrary  but  fair  estimate.  The 
Insurance  Committee  concurred  in  the  Panel  Committee's 
view  and  made  the  surcharge  stated.  The  Commissioners, 
in  their  decision,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Insurance 
Committee  was  justified,  and  added  that,  had  evidence  been 
given  to  satisfy  the  Commissioners  that  the  amount  of  the 
("cesnve  demand  on  the  Drug  Fund  was  as  stated,  they 
might  not  have  been  disposed  to  revise  the  amount,  being 
of  "opinion  that,  ceteris  paribus,  the  deduction  should  bear 
some  relationship  to  the  extent  of  the  extravagance:  but 
as  the  prescribing  of  the  practitioner  had  shown  a  general 
orofuseness  difficult  to  measure  precisely  in  money,  and 
having  regard  to  the  fact  that  provision  for  a  deduction  is 
largely  intended  to  act  as  a  deterrent,  they  reduced  the 
amount  of  the  deduction  to  257.  The  Commissioners  re- 
pelled  an  objection  by  the  practitioner's  counsel  that  the 
Insurance  Committee "  had  no  power  to  delegate  to  the 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  the  consideration  of  the 
report  of  the  Panel  Committee.

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Associations'  Winter  Session. 

Aberdeenshire  (East).— The  East  Aberdeenshire  _  Phar- 
macists' Association  on  October  6  passed  a  resolution  to 
the  effect  that  the  proposed  new  Tariff  is  a  backward  step, 
and  that  the  members  should  refuse  to  adopt  it. 

Aberdeenshire  (W.).—  The  annual  meeting  of  the  West 
Aberdeenshire  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  Octo- 
ber 8  in  the  Gordon  Arms  Hotel,  Inverurie,  the  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  W.  S.  Taylor,  in  the  chair.  The  statement  of 
accounts  for  last  year,  which  shows  a  credit  balance,  was 
approved,  after  which  the  Secretary  read  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  The  report  was  adopted.  The 
office-bearers  were  next  re-elected  en  bloc.  After  discussion 
it  was  agreed  that  the  annual  subscription  be  fixed  at 
3s.  td.,  as  before.  The  Report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  the  Drug  Tariff  was  then  discussed,  figures  being 
given  by  members  present  and  by  letter  to  show  that 
chemists  under  the  "Model"  Tariff  would  be  anything 
from  23  to  29  per  cent,  worse  off  than  under  the  present 
one.

I>eeds — In  the  concluding  portion  of  his  address  to  the 
local  Chemists'  Association  on  October  6  (C.  <£•  D.  Supple- 
ment, October  9),  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  said,  .according  to  the 
inquiry,  the  profit  on  the  whole  drug-business  is  24.5  per 
cent.,  "while  on  Insurance  dispensing  it  is  37  per  cent.,  and 
the  Government  said  that  if  chemists  are  getting  only 
24.5  per  cent,  out  of  the  public,  they  had  no  right  to  be 
.getting  37  per  cent,  out  of  the  Government,  and  it  must 
be  reduced."  Chemists  insist  that  these  figures  are  incor- 
rect. Mr.  Gilmour  maintained  that  the  O.M.  for  establish- 
ent  charges  should  be  doubled  at  least,  and  he  indicated 
other  directions  in  which  there  should  be  modification.  Mr. 
F.  Pilkington  Sargcant  moved,  and  Mr.  H.  Gilleghan 
seconded,  the  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Gilmour. 

Iiondon  (North1.  Mr.  A.  W.  Bromley  presided  at  the 
opening  meeting  of  the  North  London  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion held  at  St.  Padarns,  Flolloway,  N.,  on  Thursday  after- 
noon, October  7.  After  a  report  by  the  Secretary  (Mr. 
Herbert.  Skinner)  a  three  hours'  discussion  on  the  Report  of 
the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  Drag  Tariff  was  opened 
by  Mr  A.  H.  Jenkin.  He  gave  a  digest  of  the  Report  and 
submitted  that  remuneration  is  not  in  itself  the  deciding 
factor,  and  was  of  opinion  that  there  is  a  moral  obligation 
in  the  present  stressful  time  not  to  hamper  the  national 
organisation,  but  facilitate  its  working.  The  idea  of  con- 
tinuance must  not  be  forgotten.  Mr.  Wolff  followed  with 
an  elaborate  analysis  of  how  the  figures,  especially  the 
establishment  charge,  were  obtained,  and  argued  that  the 
Tariff  is  at  last  put  on  a  businesslike  basis  and  the  anomalies 
reduced  to  a  minimum.  The  new  Tariff  would,  in  his 
opinion,  provide  about  the  same  payment  as  in  London 
during  1914.  which  meant  a  discount  of  15  per  cent,  on 
the  present  Tariff,  and  consequently  in  Middlesex  pharma- 
cists would  receive  at  a  rate  of  10  per  cent,  less  than  in 
1914.  Being  on  a  more  equitable  basis  the  Tariff  would  in 
its  working  prove  far  more  profitable  generally  than  where 
profits  are  dependent  on  variable  factors.  Remarks  opposed 
to  the  optimistic  speeches  of  the  openers  were  made  bv 
Messrs.  Marshall,  Wilkinson  (Western  Association),  Daniel. 
Bennett,  and  Barnard.  Specific  instances  of  errors  of 
fact  in  the  Report  were  given,  and  Mr.  Barnard  (N.E. 
Association)  said  the  establishment  cnarge  is  so  low  that 
he  felt  ii>  must  have  been  worked  out  from  a  too  limited 
source,  and  the  ratio  of  2s.  per  hour  in  dispensing  is  only 
adequate  on  fully  employed  cases.  Mr.  Hearle  considered 
the  remuneration  to  be  almost  negligible.  The  Chairman 
tl'ought  the  actuarial  basis  was  sound  enouph.  but  the. 
establishment  charge  is  certainly  vulnerable.  Mr.  Skinner 
was  hostile  to  the  Tariff  on  the  ground  that  cutting  profits 
on  drugs  and  substituting  a  low  flat  rate  in  establishment 
charges  is  not  adequate  compensation.  The  dispensing-fees 
are  absurdly  low  considering  that  no  profit  on  the  materials 
is  allowed.  Mr.  Davy  characterised  the  establishment 
charge  as  absurd.  Mr.  C.  Goode  (Essex  Association)  showed 
that  the  loss  will  fall  on  the  man  who  has  to  employ 
assistance  to  do  the  work,  but  pleaded  for  the  national 
point    of    view.      He    thought    the    figures    were  from 
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businesses  with  a  large  turnover,  but  little  consideration  had 
been  shown  for  the  man  who  was  at  his  working  limit. 
Messrs.  Harrison,  Sandberg,  and  Swanstone  gave  details  of 
cost.  Mr.  Wolff  having  replied,  it  was  finally  agreed  that 
the  establishment  charge  is  grossly  inadequate,  and  it  was 
decided  to  ask  for  a  time  limit  for  payment  of  accounts. 

London  S.E.  . — A  district  meeting  of  the  Greenwich 
members  of  the  South-East  London  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  October  12  at  Mr.  Winzer's  pharmacy, 
Mr.  Happold  in  the  chair.  It  was  unanimously  agreed, 
commencing  October  18,  still  further  to  curtail  the  hours 
of  business  as  follows  :  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday, 
8.30  p.m.  ;  Thursday,  1  o'clock  (op.en  in  the  evening  for  dis- 
pensing, 7  to  8.30) ;  Friday,  9  p.m.  ;  Saturday,  10  p.m.  ;  Sun- 
day attendance,  6.30  to  8.30  p.m.  It  was  reported  that  the 
local  doctors  had  been  approached,  and  that  they  were 
in  most  cases  agreeable  to  consider  a  proposal  to  see  their 
patients  earlier  in  the  evening  than  had  hitherto  been  the 
practice.  It  was  also  decided  to  have  cards  printed  stating 
the  new  hours,  and  to  send  one  to  each  doctor  in  the  district 
for  exhibition  in  waiting-rooms.

W.  R.  Brackenbury,  who  was  again  appointed  delegate  to 
attend  the  Conference  of  Local  Associations,  gave  a  resume 
of  his  views  on  the  proposed  Drug  Tariff.  He  described  it 
as  a  Tariff  of  compensations  comprising  numerous  anomalies, 
and  expressed  his  approval  of  the  principle  adopted  in  the 
new  Tariff.  With  drugs  at  cost  price  there  should  be  no 
reason  for  doctors  to  cut  down  prescriptions.  The  crux  of 
the  matter  appears  to  be  the  establishment  charge  which 
is  certainly  not  sufficient.  Questioned  as  to  the  effect  of 
the  war,  Mr.  Brackenbury  produced  figures  showing  a 
decrease  of  profit  of  14  per  cent.  A  resolution  was  agreed 
to  urging  that  the  establishment-fee  be  increased,  and  that 
appliances  should  carry  a  minimum  profit  of  15  per  cent. 

Norwich.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  held  at  the  Castle  Hotel  on  Octo- 
ber 6.  Mr.  J.  F.  Collin  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.

A  discussion  took  place  on  the 
Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  Drug  Tariff, 
and  a  resolution  was  passed  approving  of  the  general 
principles  on  which  the  Drug  Tariff  is  based,  but  objecting 
to  the  inadequate  establishment  charges.  The  meeting  also 
discussed  the  items  of  the  London  programme,  but  dis- 
agreed with  the  suggested  abolition  of  the  practice  of 
breaking  bulk  of  proprietary  medicines. 

Public  Pharmacists. -The  Council  of  the  Public 
Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association  met  recently  to- 
consider  arrangements  for  the  winter  session,  and  it  was 
decided  not  to  hold  the  usual  series  of  lectures  and  demon- 
strations. Several  members  are  on  active  service  with 
his  Majesty's  Forces — e.ij..  Trooper  Spratling  (Westminster 
Dragoons),  Sergeant  A.  J.  Gibbons,  and  Sergeant  J.  F. 
Dunstan  (R.A.M.C.),  and  others  are  engaged  in  Voluntary- 
aid,  special  constabulary,  and  in  the  Pharmacists'  Volun- 
teer Training  Corps.  The  Executive  Committee  will,  how- 
ever, meet  as  often  as  is  necessary  to  deal  with  any  busi- 
ness that  may  require  attention.  The  annual  genera? 
meeting  will  be  held  as  usual  in  January  next.  The  Hon.

— Ther^  is  still  a  paucity  of  offers  of  new 
crorj  from  America,  distillers  holding  out  for  higher  prices, 
and  New  York  dealers  on  the  "bear"'  tack  .therefore  un- 
willing to  make  quotations.  The  spot  value  of  good  brands 
is  nominal  at  8s.  9c7.  to  9s.  from  second-hands  with  very 
little  offered. 
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Phenacetin  is  momentarily  scarce,  but  it  is  expected  that 
supplies  will  be  more  plentiful  when  raw  material  is  avail- 
able. 

Phenazone. — It  is  quite  anticipated  that  further  supplies 
from  Switzerland  will  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

Platinum. — It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  ascertain  the  price 
at  which  platinum  can  now  be  actually  purchased ;  the 
usual  quotation  of  the  chief  interests  in  this  country,  who 
practically  control  the  market  alongside  of  the  French 
Syndicate,  is  quite  nominal  at  about  97.  10s.  per  oz.,  which 
is  considerably  more  than  double  the  value  of  bar  sold.  The 
sources  of  production,  a3  is  well  known,  are  limited,  and 
chiefly  confined  to  Russia.  There  is  reason  for  believing 
that  the  position  has  undergone  a  considerable  change  in 
recent  months,  and  that  business  is  chiefly  a  matter  of 
negotiation  where  the  metal  can  be  found.  For  one  thing, 
it  is  generally  surmised  that  operations  in  Russia  have 
been  already  considerably  interfered  with  by  the  war,  while 
that  country  some  months  ago  entirely  prohibited  exports, 
and  Allied  countries  have,  too,  placed  an  embargo  on 
exports.  Stocks  everywhere  are  undoubtedly  very  limited, 
and  as  users  are  almost  entirely  dependent  on  the  Russian 
product,  it  is  surmised  that  the  price  may  yet  be  raised  a 
good  deal  further. 

Pyrogallic  Acid  is  in  fair  demand  at  generally  firm 
prices,  resublimed  offering  at  8s.  bd.  and  crystals  at  8s. 

Quinine. — A  good  business  has  again  been  done  from 
second-hands,  chiefly  for  export,  at  from  2s.  6r7.  up  to 
3s.  id.  per  oz.  for  Continental  sulphate  from  second-hands. 
These  inflated  values,  which  have  been  created  by  dealers, 
are  likely  to  stimulate  Continental  production  among  the 
makers.  Meanwhile,  the  demand  is  admittedly  very  heavy, 
and  the  supplies  are  insufficient  for  the  large  orders  which 
have  been  placed  on  this  market :  this  keeps  the  position 
for  the  moment  very  firm,  especially  as  the  second-hand 
holders  have  never  been  so  few.  Our  New  York  cable 
quotes  $1.50  per  oz.,  but  subsequently  cables  received  pri- 
vately quote  $2.10.

German  Bromides. 

At  the  end  of  August  1915  the  prices  of  the  three  leading 
bromide  salts  in  Germany  were :  Ammonium  from  m.540 
to  m.580,  potassium  from  m.420  to  m.460,  and  sodium  from 
m.500  to  m.535  per  100  kilos.,  and  for  bromine  the  official 
quotation  was  m.475  to  m.500.  On  September  4,  however, 
there  was  a  considerable  decline,  as  new  makers  of  bromides 
offered  their  products  on  the  Hamburg  market.  The  older 
makers  tried  to  put  an  end  to  this  competition  and  lowered 
their  prices  for  home  consumption  to  from  m.120  to  m.150 
for  potassium  crystals,  from  m.130  to  m.160  for  powdered 
ditto,  from  m.150  to  m.180  for  sodium,  and  from  m.175 
to  m.210  per  100  kilos,  for  ammonium.  It  is  impossible 
to  say  how  long  these  prices  will  remain  at  this  low  level. 
Wo  reported  in  our  issue  of  September  21  that  potassium 
bromide  was  selling  in  Germany  at  slightly  over  bd.  per  lb., 
and  the  above  statement  is  a  confirmation. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Manchester,  October  12. 
Although  there  are  complaints  in  certain  quarters  of  a 
marked  absence  of  business,  there  would  appear  to  be  a  fair 
demand  prevailing  in  all  classes  of  heavy  chemicals  where 
deliveries  are  obtainable.  There  are  rumours  of  labour 
troubles  in  this  particular  department,  but  it  is  not  ex- 
pected that  there  will  be  much  change  in  prices  in  conse- 
quence. Owing  to  another  advance  in  the  raw  metal, 
sulphato  of  copper  was  higher,  and  may  be  quoted  30/.  7.9.  bd. 
to  30?.  12s.  bd.  per  ton,  delivered  Manchester.  White 
powdered  arsenic  continues  to  advance,  and  is  quoted  at 
from  36/.  to  41/.  per  ton,  delivered  Manchester.  Glycerin, 
CP.,  is  higher  at  114/.  for  cases  and  110/.  for  drums. 
Sulphur  is  fairly  active  at  full  rates.  Sulphate  of  ammonia 
is  14/  7s.  6d.  to  14/.  10s.  per  ton.  on  rails.  Manchester, 
with  7s.  6d.  to  10s.  higher  forward.  Carbolic  acid  and 
benzols  are  unchanged. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

The  following  notes  chiefly  refer  to  the  Hamburg  and 
Berlin  markets  under  date  up  to  September  22  to  29  : 

Alcohol. — The  Spirit  Centrale  at  a  meeting  on  Septem- 
ber 21  fixed  the  "  abschlagspreis  "  for  spirit  at  m.62,  which 
is  m.2  higher  than  the  previous  price. 

Alum. — Makers  have  been  obliged  to  reduce  the  produc- 
tion considerably,  and  for  the  limited  quantities  offering 
very  high  prices  must  be  paid — viz.,  m.40  for  c.p.  crystals 
alum  and  m.46  for  powdered. 

Ammon.  Garb,  can  only  be  delivered  from  six  to  eight 
weeks  after  it  has  been  ordered  in  consequence  of  scarcity 
of  raw  material  and  of  labour.  From  m.300  to  m.305  per 
100  kilos,  is  asked. 

Balsams. — Maracaibo  copaiba  is  almost  cleared  and  other 
-descriptions  are  also  scarce.  Prices  have  therefore  advanced 
repeatedly,  and  they  are  expected  to  advance  further  as 
there  are  no  imports.  Technical  is  quoted  at  from  m.240 
to  m.300  per  100  kilos,  and  medicinal  D.A.B.V.  at  from 
m.375  to  m.475  per  100  kilos.,  as  to  quality.  Though  it  is 
quite  impossible  to  obtain  further  imports,  balsam  Peru 
is  cheaper  on  account  of  decreased  demand  and  of  large 
•quantities  being  offered.  Prices  are  from  m.24  to  m.32 
per  kilo.,  according  to  quality,  in  original  cases. 

Borax  (Refined)  has  again  advanced  as  the  scarcity  is 
acute  and  the  demand  remains  active :  m.180  per  100 
kilos,  is  asked  for  crystals  and  m.185  for  powder.  Boric 
Acid  has  also  advanced  to  m.240  to  m.250  for  crystals  and 
m.255  to  m.265  for  powdered. 

Caffeine,  which  was  advanced  by  m.5  per  kilo,  on  July  1, 
'has  again  been  advanced  by  m.10  per  kilo. 

Carbon  Tetrachloride  ha's  been  sold  in  large  quantities  of 
'late,  and  the  price  has  advanced  to  from  m.130  to  m.150 
per'  100  kilos.  , 


Citric  Acid. — Demand  has  fallen  off,  and  speculators  offer 
it  in  large  quantities  at  much  reduced  prices — viz.,  m.7.50 
to  m.8  per  kilo,  for  crystals  and  from  m.8  to  m.9  for  powder. 

Cod-liver  Oil. — Non-congealing  steam-refined  oil  is  still 
offered  at  m.270  per  100  kilos. 

Conduhango  remains  in  active  demand ;  from  m.95  to 
m.lOO  per  100  kilos,  is  asked. 

Cream  of  Tartar  is  cheaper,  though  only  limited  quan- 
tities are  available.  Demand  has  fallen  off,  however.  99- 
to  100-per-cent.  is  quoted  at  from  m.525  to  m.550. 

Ergot  is  firm  and  stocks  small.  Russian  is  quoted  at 
m.6.50  and  Spanish  at  m.7  per  kilo. 

Gum  Acacia  is  very  firm,  with  stocks  very  small.  Natural 
Kordofan  is  to  be  had  at  from  m.175  to  m.185,  and  pale  soft 
sorts  at  from  m.220  to  m.230  per  100  kilos. 

Hydrastis  has  been  sold  in  very  small  quantities  only  at 
from  m.60  to  m.62  per  kilo. 

Ignatius  Beans  have  been  in  rather  more  demand,  but 
as  buyers  are  not  willing  to  pay  the  prices  asked,  only 
small  quantities  have  been  sold  at  m.145  to  m.150. 

Ipecacuanha  is  quiet  but  firm.  Cartagena  is  quoted  at 
from  m.37  to  m.38  and  Rio  m.40  to  m.41  per  kilo. 

Lead  Acetate  is  in  very  active  demand,  scarce,  and  dearer 
at  from  m.110  to  m.115  for  large,  and  from  m.105  to  ni.110 
for  small  crystals. 

Linseed  Oil  is  quoted  at  32.5  florins  per  100  kilos.  N.O.T. 
terms  in  Amsterdam.  In  Germany  linseed  oil  is  very 
quiet  and  only  bought  for  immediate  use. 

Lycopodium  is  unchanged,  though  the  quantities  in  store 
are  only  small.  Prices  are  from  m.675  to  m.700  in  cases, 
and  from  m.665  to  in. 690  in  bags. 

Magnes.  Sulphate  has  advanced  to  from  m.6.50  to  m.7 
per  100  kilos. 

Manna. — According  to  reports  from  Sicily  via  neutral 
countries  this  year's  crop  has  yielded  only  half  the  average 
quantity  in  consequence  of  much  rain.  The  exportation 
from  Italy  being  prohibited,  the  article  will  not  be  obtain- 
able after  the  existing  stocks  are  cleared;  m.8  per  kilo,  is 
asked  for  Gerace. 

Milk-sugar. — From  September  20  the  "  Verkaufsstelle 
fur  Milchzucker  "  G.m.b.H.  in  Giistrow  advanced  the  price 
by  m.17  per  100  kilos,  to  from  m.165  to  m.172,  as  to  quantity. 

Naphthaline  is  in  very  active  demand,  but  makers  are 
unable  to  cope  with  it  owing  to  lack  of  raw  material  and 
labour.  Prices  are  from  m.25  to  m.30,  as  to  quality  and 
quantity. 

Phenacettn  has  been  advanced  20  per  cent,  to  from  m.820 
to  m.830  per  100  kilos. 

Potash  Bichromate  is  very  scarce,  makers  asking  from 
m.138  to  m.140  per  100  kilos. 

Potash  Chlorate  is  almost  cleared,  only  very  small  quan- 
tities being  offered  at  extremely  high  prices.  From  m.550 
to  m.650  per  100  kilos,  must  be  paid  for  c.p.  powder,  and 
from  m.400  to  m.450  for  technically  pure  in  powder  and 
crystals. 

Potash  Permang.  has  advanced  by  25  per  cent.,  makers 
asking  m. 102.50  per  100  kilos,  for  small,  m. 103. 75  for  medium, 
and  m. 112. 50  for  large_  crystals. 

Potash  SuLrnuRAT.  is  quoted  at  from  m.85  to  m.95  per 
100  kilos.,  and  is  extremely  scarce. 

Quillaia  is  lower,  rather  large  quantities  being  imported 
vid  neutral  countries;  whole  is  offered  at  m.145  to  m.150 
and  cut  m.155  to  m.160  per  100  kilos. 

Soda  Hypo,  is  extremely  scarce  and  the  demand  very 
active.  Prices  vary  between  m.36  and  m.40  per  100  kilos., 
according  to  quantity  and  quality. 

Soda  Sulphate. — Crude  has  again  advanced  to  m.5. 75  for 
crystals  and  m.6.25  for  refined. 

.Spermaceti  haa  been  offered  in  small  quantities  and  met 
with  a  ready  sale  at  from  m.325  to  m.350  per  100  kilos,  for 
best  refined 

Sulphonal  and  Methylsulphonal  have  considerably 
advanced,  sulphonal  being  quoted  at  from  m.30  to  m.35  and 
methylsulphonal  at  from  m.47  to  m.54.50  per  kilo. 

Vanillin  is  in  very  active  demand,  but  is  only  obtainable 
in  very  small  quantities,  for  which  m.105  per  kilo,  and 
more  has  to  be  paid. 

Vermilion. — Makers  have  advanced  the  price  by  m.l  per 
kilo,  to  from  m.8. 50  to  m.8. 80  per  kilo.,  according  to 
quantity. 

Waxes. — Fatty  grey  Carnaaba  has  been  sold  at  from 
m.580  to  m.590;  first  yellow  is  quoted  from  m. 600  to  m.610, 
and  flor.  yellow  at  "from  m.620  to  m.630  per  100  kilos. 
Despite  the  high  prices  large  quantities  have  been  sold. 
Japanese  is  quoted  from  m.280  to  m.285  per  100  kilos. 
There  has  been  a  sudden  advance  in  Montan  vox.  At  the 
beginning  of  August  it  was  quoted  at  from  m.115  to  m.125, 
but  it  suddenly  advanced  to  m.130.  m.I40.  m.155.  and  m.175. 
On  August  31  the  price  was  m.200,  on  September  4  m.2_25, 
and  on  September  29  m.250.  It  is  still  in  very  active 
demand.

The  Chemists'  Dental  Society. 

Sir, — The  members  of  this  Society  have  recently  received 
a  communication  from  the  Secretary  regarding  the  amal- 
gamation with  the  National  Dental  Corporation,  which  has 
been  postponed  on  account  of  opposition,  but  the  matter 
is  to  be  decided  on  October  20,  so  I  wish  to  put  it  plainly 
to  the  members  and  a6k  for  their  decision.  The  Chemists' 
Dental  Society  consists  entirely  of  qualified  pharmacists, 
and  membership  carries  a  dental  insurance  for  100/., 
besides  other  advantages.  It  is  in  a  prosperous  condition, 
with  a  balance  recently  invested  in  War  Loan,  and  the 
Society  is  being  looked  upon  favourably  from  several 
quarters.  Now,  there  are  two  other  Societies  of  unregis- 
tered dentists — (1)  the  "  Incorporated,"  which  has  a 
membership  of  over  2,000,  is  wealthy,  and  has  obtained 
decisions  m  the  High  Courts  of  value  to  the  profession ; 
and  (2)  the  National  Dental  Corporation,  with  a  member- 
ship of  about  100,  which  has  still  to  prove  itself.  This 
latter  Society  is  the  one  with  which  it  is  proposed  to 
amalgamate.  A  person  of  but  slight  educational  attain- 
ments can  join  the  N.D.C.,  and  our  numbers  would  at  once 
lose  any  possible  status  which  might  be  due  to  them  as 
qualified  pharmacists.  On  the  last  two  occasions  when 
new  dental  legislation  has  been  suggested  the  dental 
chemist  has  been  specifically  aimed  at,  thus  proving  the 
necessity  for  a  distinct  chemists'  organisation.  When  the 
amalgamation  was  first  suggested  the  Secretary  understood 
that  the  guinea  subscription  would  include  the  weekly 
journal  of  the  N.D.C.,  but  now  it  appears  that  members 
would  have  to  pay  an  additional  7s.  bd.  or  10s.  It  i.s  for 
the  members  themselves  to  decide  at  once,  and  I  appeal 
to  everyone  to  send  me  by  return  of  post  a  postcard — 
Yes  or  No — to  the  prnnosed  amalgamation  before  Octo- 
ber 20.

Poor-Law  Dispensers 
Sir, — My  attention  has  been  called  to  an  article 
in  the  C.  <{•  D.  of  September  26,  p.  66.  on  "  Poor- 
Law  Dispensers,"  in  which  various  suggestions  are  made 
for  better  conditions  and  means  of  obtaining  them.  It  may 
be  of  interest  to  those  of  your  readers  who  are  engaged  in 
this  branch  of  pharmaceutical  work  to  learn  what  has 
already  been  done  by  this  Association.  A  deputation  con- 
sisting of  Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey  and  myself,  together  with 
Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  has  appeared  before  the  "  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Poor-Law  Orders,"  and  made  various 
suggestions  tending  to  greater  efficiency  in  the  Poor-Law 
pharmaceutical  service.  As  the  whole  matter  is  still  under 
consideration,  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  state  the  precise 
points  raised  at  this  meeting,  but  may  say  that  "  security 
of  tenure  "  for  dispensers  wan  advocated.  This  Depart- 
mental _  Committee's  deliberations  do  not,  I  understand, 
affect  infirmaries  "separated" — i.e.,  under  a  distinct 
administration  from  the  workhouse.  It  has  always  been 
regarded  as  an  anomaly  that  the  dispenser-in-charge  at 
our  large  infirmaries  in  London  has  no  security  of  tenure, 


while  his  colleague  engaged  in  outdoor  work  cannot  be- 
dismissed  by  the  Guardians.  This  matter  has  figured  in 
several  memorials  (as  far  back  as  the  'eighties)  to  the- 
L.G.B.,  but  up  to  the  present  the  Board  have  not  acceded 
to  our  requests.  The  minimum  salary  i6  certainly  too  low, 
but  whether  this  is  an  opportune  time  for  attempting  to- 
alter  it  is  doubtful,  especially  in  view  of  the  Government 
circulars  on  economy.  The  Poor-Law  section  of  this  Asso- 
ciation is  by  no  means  dormant,  but  awaits  a  favourable 
opportunity  to  improve  the  position  of  its  members,. 
Perhaps  this  note  will  induce  more  of  our  provincial  col- 
leagues to  join  up  so  that  greater  leverage  may  be  brought 
to  bear  on  the  powers  that  be.  I  may  add  that  any  phar- 
macist desiring  information  on  the  Association's  work 
should  send  me  a  request.  May  I,  in  conclusion,  express  my 
thanks  to  you,  Sir,  for  your  sympathetic  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  Poor-Law  dispensers  ? — Yours,

Face-values  for  Patents. 

Sir, — Mr.  Saunders'  proposals  I  consider  to  be  timely 
and  valuable,  and  if  he  could  get  the  patent-medicine  pro- 
prietors to  see  things  in  the  way  he  does  it  would  be  a 
boon  to  us  all.  But  so  long  as  we  are  such  idiots  as  to 
sell  any  article  at  a  loss  of  15  per  cent.,  can  we  expect 
grasping  owners  to  treat  us  with  anything  but  contempt  ?  I 
think  the  P.A.T.A.  would  do  us  a  good  deal  more  benefit 
if  it  could  by  some  legal  means  pledge  its  members  not  to 
handle  any  proprietaries  that  do  not  allow  a  living  profit 
to  the  retailer.  Such  a  pledge,  if  adhered  to,  would  soon 
work  a  revolution  in  the  businesses  of  those  men  who  have 
hitherto  stood  outside  the  ranks  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Let  us. 
by  all  means  get  back,  as  Mr.  Saunders  desires,  to  honest 
business  methods,  by  which  the  face-price  will  be  the  actual 
selling-price,  and  when  there  will  be  no  temptation  to  cut. 
one  another's  throat.  Whether  in  every  case  there  should 
be  the  same  rate .  of  profit  is  another  matter,  but  there 
should  at  least  be  a  fixed  minimum  allowed  for  every  whole- 
saler and  retailer,  as  is  at  present  done  with  P.A.T.A. 
preparations.  Is  the  time  not  ripe  for  a  further  move  along 
the  line  advocated  by  Mr.  Saunders?

Changes  in  Manufacturers'  Prices. 

Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  the  letter  in  the  last 
issue  of  your  valuable  journal,  in  which  one  of  our  friends 
complains  of  the  lack  of  amended  price-lists  being  circu- 
lated much  more  frequently  than  they  are  under  present 
u»fortunate  conditions.  We  very  much  regret  to  inform 
you  that  we  are  unable  to  discover  any  means  whereby  this 
can  be  done  satisfactorily.  Changes  in  prices  of  material 
occur  so  suddenly,  and  are  only  discoverable  when  required 
to  purchase  same.  Take,  for  example,  butyl-chloral  hydrate ;. 
we  do  not  think  it  can  be  obtained  from  any  wholesaler 
either  in  London  or  the  provinces.  Betanaphthol,  benzo- 
naphthol,  and  similar  things  can  only  also  be  obtained  at 
exceedingly  high  prices,  which  may  drop  upon  reecipt  of 
further  supplies  from  manufacturers  as  suddenly  as  they 
rose  to  their  present  height.  We  invariably  attach  slips, 
as  subjoined,  to  all  invoices  containing  preparations  of 
which  we  are  obliged  to  increase  the  selling  price  owing  to 
the  heavy  cost  of  material  used  in  manufacturing  same, 
and  the  cause  of  the  increase  is  indicated  in  the  blank 
space.  We  are  quite  willing  to  adopt  any  reasonable  proce- 
dure that  may  bo  suggested  to  us  in  order  to  prevent  our 
friends  in  the  trade  seljing  below  the  invoiced  costs,  and! 
our  invoices  are  invariably  sent  out  either  with  the  goods 
or  by  the  next  post  following  same,  so  that  this  should 
not  happen.

The  Proposed  Drug  Tariff. 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  interest  now  being  taken  in  the 
above,  possibly  the  following  data  will  be  of  some  service 
in  consideration -of  the  matter.  During  1913-14  we  dispensed' 
10,000  Insurance  prescriptions,  at  a  total  cost,  after  check- 
ing, of  315?.  5.s.  bd.  We  have  received  in  full  settlement 
276'.  3s.  bd.,  having  been  discounted  in  this  area  to  a  little 
over  12  per  cent.    In  order  to  do  the  work  expeditiously  we 
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had  to  engage  an  extra  man,  and  calculating  his  services  at 
Is.  per  hour,  allowing  six  prescriptions  to  the  hour,  we 
find  his  services  for  two  years  have  cost  83/.  6s.  Taking 
2.8(7.  as  the  average  fee  on  10.000  prescriptions,  we  get 
116?.  13s.  4(7.  This  sum  represents  all  we  are  to  get  from 
the  Commercial  Tariff,  and  in  our  case  it  will  leave  a  net 
profit  of  30/.  7s.  4(7.  Is  this  sum  an  equitable  one  for  the 
worry,  labour,  and  extra  anxiety  ?  An  answer  can  only  be 
arrived  at  by.  careful  scrutiny  of  previous  balance-sheets. 
Most  remarkably,  we  find  in  our  own  case  the  establishment 
charge  does  actually  work  out  at  0.8(7. — i.e.,  advertising, 
rent,  light,  petty  cash,  divided  by  total  sales.  Of  course, 
labour  is  going  to  be  paid  for  by  the  dispensing-fee  as 
hitherto.  In  criticising  the  Tariff  most  pharmacists  over- 
look the  fact  that  N.H.I,  work  does  not  occupy  the  whole 
time  in  business:  it  is  at  most  only  an  adjunct  to  our  other 
trade.  In  our  own  case  this  has  been  brought  home  in  a 
very  forcible  manner.  We  find  our  trade  is  better,  and  that 
dispensing  is  finding  its  way  into  our  pharmacy.  Prior  to 
the  Act  we  had  very,  very  little  private  dispensing  to  do. 
but.  now  it  is  a  fairly  frequent  event  to  see  a  client  hand 
over  a  prescription,  having  been  requested  to  do  so  by  the 
local  medical  man,  or  possibly  after  a  visit  to  a  more 
famous  specialist.  Our  only  complaint  against  the  Com- 
mercial Tariff  is  the  inadequate  means  of  checking  the 
amount  tendered  in  payment.  Some  method  ought  to  be 
devised  whereby  local  Associations  could  have  the  local 
checker's  figures  verified,  then  we  believe  the  Tariff  ought 
to  be  universally  accepted.  Tanto.    (E  237/40 

Sir, — By  this  time  most  chemists  are  aware  of  the  pro- 
posed remuneration  for  dispensing.  It  matters  not  how 
you  obtain  an  adequate  amount,  whether,  as  now.  a  fixed 
fee  and  profit  on  drugs,  or  a  fixed  fee  for  dispensing  and 
drugs  at  cost,  so  long  as  you  get  enough  for  money  paid  out 
for  labour,  for  whole  or  part  time  dispenser,  bottle-washer, 
breakage  and  loss  on  bottles,  corks,  labels,  sealing-wax,  and 
dead  stock,  a  proportionate  part  of  rent,  taxes,  gas,  and  a 
proportionate  part  for  the  principal  or  capitalist.  Take  a 
chemist  in  London  dispensing  10,000  prescriptions  yearly. 
I  would  guarantee  any  chemist  dispensing  that  number  under 
the  proposed  1916  contract  would  find  a  deficit  of  40  per 
cent,  on  the  gross  profit  made,  compared  with  the  gross 
profit  made  under  the  conditions  of  dispensing  and  Tariff 
of  1913.  but  he  would  still  have  the  same  amount  of  labour 
and  outgoing  payments.  Turn  a  deaf  ear  when  you  are 
told  by  the  officers  there  will  be  no  discounting  clause  in 
future  and  you  will  be  paid  regularly  at  a  stated  time. 
Rely  on  yourself  and  work  out  the  profit  on  10.CCO  pre- 
scriptions and  the  expenses  against  it.  The  reason  you  will 
be  losing  40  per  cent,  in  the  future  is  chiefly  that  the  officials 
have  worried  the  doctor  to  prescribe  little  or  nothing:  the 
result  is  I  havn  recent''-  dispensed  twelve  prescriptions  a 
day,  and  only  charged  3(7.  each,  including  2(7.  dispensing-fee. 
This  must  give  a  huge  surplus  from  Drug  Fund  in  1916 
all  taken  out.  of  the  eavniiiTS  of  the  chemi't.  I  wonder  if 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  will  pay  their  debts  to  the 
chemists  and  also  give  them  a  bonus  for  1916,  or  put  it  into 
the  Docket  of  someone  who  has  not  earned  it?  Last,  but 
not  least,  a  word  on  responsibility  cf  dispensing.  If  by  any 
chance  the  chemist  or  his  dispenser  should  by  error  "meet 
with  an  accident  in  dispensing  which  proves  f-+al  to  the 
breadwinner  of  a  family,  most  likely  "he  would  find  the 
widow  bringing  an  action  against  him  for  500/.  damages. 
We  should  insist  on  a  clause  in  contract  to  exonerate  ns 
from  such  a  liability.  We  are  only  the  sweated  servants 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioners.  In'reference  to  the  coming 
Conference,  chemists  are  in  the  same  pesif:on  as  a  client  is 
with  his  lawyer  and  counsel — entirely  at  their  mer""

"Eicoentive  of  Local  Associations.

He  is  strongly  of  opinion  that 
any  hopes  we  may  have  of  obtaining  a  satisfactory  solution 
are  dependent  rather  on  the  strength  of  our  or.Tnn^.otion 
and  methods  than  on  the  justice  of  our  case.  While  the 
latter  may  be  proved,  it  is  the  former  only  which  can  turn 
it  to  full  account." 

Advertising  in  War-time. 

Sir, — There  are  two  points  in  the  article  under  the  above 
heading  (C.  d-  D.,  September  25.  p.  69)  to  which  I  venture 
to  take  exception.    Your  contributor  maintains  that  witty 


or  humorous  advertising  has  no  place  in  these  hard  and 
strenuous  times.  Now,  the  fact  is  that  at  any  time  humour 
in  advertising  is  like  cayenne  pepper  in  the  soup — it  re- 
quires mixing  with  care.  A  really  clever  humorous 
advertisement  will  always  have  its  value,  and  will  always 
bring  results;  but  an  advertising  campaign  which  is  funny 
and  nothing  else  will  prove  a  very  costly  experiment.  As 
to  humorous  advertising  in  war-time,  it  seems  to  me  that 
anything  which  relieves  the  strain  for  a  few  seconds  is 
welcomed  by  the  hard-pressed  public.  Since  the  war  broko 
out  some  exceedingly  clever  humorous  designs  have  been 
issued.  In  proof  of  this  I  might  mention  the  smart  recruit- 
ing placard  of  Bovril,  in  which  the  famous  Bovril  bull 
asks  to  be  sent  to  the  Front,  and  those  at  present  used 
by  Wright's  Coal-tar  Soap,  Lifebuoy  Soap,  and  others. 
The  article  further  insists  that  the  advertising  which  was 
successful  before  the  war  is  no  use  to-day.  This  is  only 
true  to  the  most  limited  extent.  Successful  advertising  is 
founded  upon  great  and  known  principles  which  are  not 
altered  by  the  upheaval  of  nations,  and  I  cannot  for  the 
life  of  me  see  why  the  successful  advertisement  of  two  years 
ago  should  not  still  be  a  good  "  puller."  The  results  may 
vary  in  degree  according  to  circumstances,  but  unless  your 
announcement  depended  for  its  argument  on  the  fact  that 
it  was  "  used  by  the  German  Emperor  "  or  "  favoured  by 
the  Crown  Prince,"  your  successful  advertisement  of  1913 
might  well  be  a  money-maker  in  1915.

Jay  Maeksims  as  he  Writes  them. 
The  Suggested  New  Tariff. 

1.  We  have  been  "had  "  again. 

2.  The  doctors  have  made  use  of  the  desire  for  "  profes- 
sion "  in  our  trade  by  tempting  us  with  all  fees  and  no 
profits. 

3.  They  will  then  be  spared  from  telling  their  patients 
that  malingering  must  stop. 

4.  And  be  able  to  conceal  the  fact  that  one-third  of  medi- 
cine-takers should  have  an  old-age  or  invalidity  pension. 

5.  The  commercial  basis  of  no  profit  gives  the  show  away  ! 
Boots'  were  supposed  to  work  on  a  commercial  basis,  but 
rarely  attempted  to  work  without,  from  50  per  cent,  to 
100  per  cent,  on  drugs  :  and  even  that  only  means  25  per  cent, 
or  33  per  cent,  at  year's  end.    Nothing  less  will  pay. 

6.  A  month's  prescriptions  priced  (as  you  suggest)  on  the 
new  method  would  show  at  once  that  we'  would  be  losers. 

7.  I  estimate,  roughly,  that  the  establishment-fee  will  need 
to  be  doubled  at  least. 

8.  Even  then  I  will  be  50/.  down  for  the  year  on  my  lot. 

9.  The  only  good  point  is  that  the  chemists  get  first  claim. 

10.  But  with  so  many  districts  getting  ICO  per  cent,  of 
their  accounts  even  now.  where  malingering  is  kept  in  check, 
I  say  the  new  Tariff  is  not  needed,  and  will  never  come  off.

Readers  are  advised  to  consult  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing- "  in  regard 
to  compounding  difficulties.  We  welcome  fresh  problems  and 
invite  the  co-operation  and  correspondence  of  dispensers  in 
their  elucidation. 


Calcium  Chloride  and  Lithium  Citrate. 

Mr.  George  line  (Soho  Square,  London,  W.)  sends  us  a 
bottle  of  a  mixture  compounded  according  to  the  following 
prescription  : 

Calcii  chloridi   jii. 

Lithii  citratis    3j. 

Aquae  Siv. — M. 

The  mixture  had  but  a  slight  precipitate  when  sent  to 
us,  but  after  a  week  it  looks  as  if  the  whole  of  the  calcium 
is  deposited  as  citrate,  the  deposit  being  about  3  in.  thick. 
Mr.  Roe  states  that  when  first  dispensed  the  solution  is 
clear,  and  a  similar  mixture  containing  10  grains  of 
magnesium  chloride  per  oz.  remains  clear  for  twenty-four 
hours.  The  reaction  is  quite  in  accordance  with  the  nature 
of  things;  nevertheless  it  was  unexpected  by  the  prescriber. 
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Legal  Queries. 

The  majority  of  difficulties  in  regard  to  trade  law  are  explained 
in  the  legal  section  of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary," 
1915,  beginning  on  page  405. 


T.  F.  W.  (258/63). — Ordinary  medicine-stamps  may  be 
used  to  denote  the  additional  duty.  The  surcharged 
postage-stamps  are  a  convenience,  and  not  an  obligation. 

Perplexed  (259/25). — We  cannot  undertake  to  advise 
legally  jn  regard  to  policies  of  accident  and  sickness  insur- 
ance, but  wo  may  point  out  in  regard  to  what  you  submit 
that  varicose  veins  are  not  included  in  the  list  of  diseases 
for  which  compensation  is  not  recoverable,  and  that  total 
disablement  has  to  be  proved,  which  a  person  suffering  from 
varicose  veins  will  have  difficulty  in  doing. 

S.  W.  W.  (246/6). — We  presume  that  the  oil  liniment  is  a 
compounded  preparation,  and  not  a  pure  drug ;  if  so,  it 
will  be  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty,  because  it  is  held 
out  as  beneficial  in  rheumatism,  sciatica,  and  lumbago  ;  but 
the  maker  and  first  vendor,  being  a  pharmacist,  is  entitled 
to  the  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  exemption, 
as  to  which  see  the  paragraph  "  Exemptions  "  on  page  419 
of  the  C.  <£•  D.  Diary. 

J.  E.  P.  (256/30).— We  can  find  nothing  in  the  official 
circulars  regarding  increased  medicine  stamp-duty  to  sup- 
port your  supposition  that  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedies  must  henceforth  be  stamped.  The  circulars  quote 
Schedule  B  of  the  1804  Act,  from  which  such  remedies  are 
special  exemptions  as  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  of  the  1812 
Act.  It  suffices,  therefore,  to  continue  the  present  disclosure- 
references,  such  as  '*  Influenza  Mixture,  P.F.  42." 

A.  E.  Ches  (258/61). — Ointment  containing  red  precipi- 
tate in  the  proportion  of  1  oz.  in  44  oz.  is  a  preparation 
or  admixture  of  a  poison  in  Part  2  of  the  Schedule, 
and  may  only  be  sold  by  retail  by  a  person  registered 
under  tho  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  The  preparation  may  be 
manufactured  by  anybody,  qualified  or  unqualified,  and 
such  persons,  on  selling  it  by  wholesale,  must  label  it. 
with  the  name  of  the  article,  tho  word  "  poison,"  and 
their  name  and  address,  but  the  name  and  address  are 
not  required  in  the  case  of  sales  by  wholesale  to  retail 
dealers  in  the  ordinary  course  of  wholesale  dealing. 

B.  M.  C.  (256/60).— Under  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts 
dutiable  medicines  must  be  stamped  by  the  manufacturers 
or  first  vendors  as  soon  as  they  are  put  in  form  for  sale, 
tho  exception  being  in  respect  to  medicines  which  are  to 
be  consigned,  as  well  as  medicines  specially  permitted  to 
be  supplied  to  chemists  and  druggists  for  dispensing-purposes 
only.  If,  therefore,  you,  as  manufacturers  of  a  dutiable 
medicine,  have  in  Ireland  or  any  place  else  abroad  a  branch 
or  depot  you  can  consign  the  medicines  unstamped  to  such 
place;  but  if  you  receive  orders  from  customers  abroad 
the  medicines  which  you  supply  to  such  orders  must  be 
stamped.  See  the  paragraph  "  Exportations "  in  the 
C.  <k  D.  Diary,  page  419. 

TJealitc  (25077). — A  entered  into  a  written  agreement  for 
the  sale  of  his  business  to  B,  who  undertook  to  pay  the 
price  by  weekly  instalments  of  not  less  than  1/.  each,  the 
whole  price  to  be  paid  by  a  certain  date  which  coincides 
with  that  upon  which  the  next  instalment  of  the  purchase- 
money  is  due.  B  has  been  paying  instalments  of  11.  each, 
and  there  is  a  considerable  sum  still  unpaid.  The  agree- 
ment provides  that  A  "  shall  have  the  right  of  re-entry  and 
re-possession  at  any  time  provided  the  instalments  are  two 
months  in  arrears."'  What  is  the  position  of  the  parties 
as  regards  this  clause?  [In  our  opinion  if  B  fails  to  pay 
the  balance  of  the  price  within  two  months  of  the  date 
specified  in  the  agreement,  A  is  entitled  to  take  possession 
of  the  premises.  On  the  other  hand,  if  A  accepts  less  thnn 
the  full  amount  due  he  will  lose  his  rights  under  the 
forfeiture  clause,  although  ho  will  still  bo  able  to  enforco 
payment  of  the  balance  of  the  purchase-money.] 

Querist  (255/18)  asks:  "Does  a  patent  medicine  in  a 
glass-closed  ca=",  inaccessible  to  ordinary  customers,  come 
under  the  heading  '  Exposed  for  salo  '  ;  and,  if  so,  must 
every  dutiable  article  sto  sitored  bo  fully  stamped  on 
October  20?"  [Th^  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
say  that  "  any  article  .  .  .  must  be  .  .  .  stamped  with  the 
additional  duty  before  being  sold  or  exposed  to  sale"; 
and  we  consider  that  articles  exposed  as  stated  should  be 
.stamped.  The  Commissioners  in  this  manner  interpret 
Section  3  of  the  1802  Act,  which  says  that  articles  are  to 
be  stamned  "  before  the  same  shall  in  any  way  be  uttered 
or  vended,  either,  for  foreien  or  home  consumption,  or 
offered  or  kept  ready  for  sale,  and  not  in  bulk,   in  any 


shop,  house  or  other  place  by  any  such  owner,  proprietor, 
maker,  compounder,  or  original  and  first  vendor  aforesaid, 
or  any  person  or  persons  on  his  or  her  behalf."  Section  2 
of  tho  1812  Act  virtually  applies  this  provision  to  any 
person.  Tho  Commissioners'  reference  to  exposing  for  salo 
goes  beyond  the  terms  of  the  House  of  Commons  resolu- 
tion, but  by  inference  it  does  not  require  dutiable  articles 
stored  in  places  excluded  from  public  view  to  be  addi- 
tionally stamped  until  first  sold  or  exposed  to  sale.]

— We  are  unable  to  decipher  the  word 
preceding  "solvent"  in  your  letter,  but  please  note  that 
v/e  do  not  undertake  to  supply  recipes  for  preparations 
similar  to  proprietary  articles,  which  seems  to  be  what  you 
want. 

II".  .1/.  (240/67).— A  good  shilling  book  on  Fiest-aid,  in- 
cluding poisoning,  is  published  by  Wright,  of  Bristol. 
You  will  get  in  it  just  the  information  that  you  require  for 
a  lecturette.  See  the  C.  <L-  D.  Diary  for  the  law  of  the 
matter. 

E.  G.  H.  (240/68). — Eatj  de  Menthb  is  a  very  old  pre- 
paration made  by  the  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.  We  have 
no  formula  for  it. 

Krmicus  (238/74).— Lin.  Terebinthin,e  Co.  is  a  synonym 
applied  by  the  B.P.C.  to  lin.  terebinth,  acet.,  N.F.  See 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  p.  666,  for  full  particulars. 
Tho  B.P.C.  formula  is  now  as  follows:

H.  C.  H.  (239/28).— Anti-fly  Ckeam  should  not  be  made 
with  animal  or  vegetable  fats,  as  these  are  articles  which 
are  exceedingly  attractive  to  flies.  Odorise  a  glycerin  or 
vaseline  cream  with  petroleum  ether  and  oil  of  lavender, 
which  are  fly-repellants. 

M.  T.  M.  (245/57)  wants  to  know  if  it,  is  possible  to
